.Gms Oompany in this city, was under 
■ arrest that place au'i desiring him to 
•end an officer with th ■ iitu sfary extra- 
dition papers to return him to this city, 
Trhere he i* vanted for the crime of 
bigamy. 

John L. Clark, who disappeared from 
this city about a month ago. Is a much- 
manned man. No less than four women 
claim him as4heir hosband, and, with the 
exception of California and Michigan, the 
rest of the United States remains to be 
beard from. 

John L. Clark niarrie' Mr?. Elizalx;th 
Barber in this city on January L"l last. 
They had not passed their hi>n> ymcon 
when Clark disappeared. A week after- 
ward Itis new wife discovered that Clark 
bad another wife living in Muskegon, 
Mich. 8be aj^Ued to District Attorney 
Bjsn to parosecnte farther inquiries, with 
the result that two additional wives of 
Clark haye been found. Following is the 
text of a letter giving this information 
from Chief of Police Nelson of Muskegon : 

iDcloaed find certiflcate of marriage of John 
Clark and Xn. XaiKaret Shmanon. This wo- 
man bad been married before. Her maiden 
name was Waanlngton. I have held off send- 
Ins this, blinking I might locate the man for 
you, ai there is a letter in the postofflce here 
watting for him. Thia Muskegon woman is 
really not hii wife, as we know that he has two 
living wives ahead of her. One Is inanadjoin- 
iiig county to Muskegon, and another is in 
Green Bay, Wiscoosin. By the ViMnnsin wife 
-be has several children. 

There is no question "bat that this is the same 
^ John n&rk that was in Sacramento, as there 
are perMns here who saw him in Sacramento. 
He also wrote from there lo his wife here, to 
■Bad hifl. jnoner 90 h» could come borne. 

The ^larriaiEe certificate referred to in 
the letter is dated Jnne 30, 1891, iosned to 
John' Clark, an engineer, native of Wis- 
consin, 41 years of age and Mrs. Margaret 
Shannon of Virginia, teacher, aged 36 
years. The marriage ceremony was per- 
il rnied the same day by Bct. P. W. 
Mosher.

RACRAMEXTO, March 21.— The farm- 
ers and fruit-growers along the P.-icraniento 
River bottom on both sides of the river 
from Sacramento to Rio Vista do not look 
iijon the Southern Pacitic Company with 
any feeling of frieiuiliiie«s, owing to the 
exorbitant freight rates charged them for 
transporting their produce to marketable 
points, and the coming season promises to 
be interesting for the railroad company as 
well as for the River Transportation Com- 
pany in securing patronage along the river 
among the ranches. 

For years past fruit-growers along the 
river have paid the greater portion of the 
profits from their crops to the Southern 
I'aclic (.omj any for traiisixjrtation, and 
last season many of the fruit-growers found 
it necessary to mortgage their property to 
pay their freight bills. This sort of one- 
sided business has forced the farmers to 
the oonclnsion that they most do some- 
thing for tlicir own relief, as appeals for 
reduced rates have been of no avail. 

Early in the winter a petition was circu- 
lated among the fruit-growers a-kiiig that 
they snl>s( rihe toward the organization of 
an ind< peridt nt steamer line, and as a re- 
sult $10,01X1 has already been subscribed, 
$0000 by the farmers and fmit-growers, 
and iVJOO by the merchants of the capital 
city toward the organization of a new com- 
pany and the constraction of a small 
steamer, which will make daily trips be- 
tween Rio Vista and Bacramento. It is 
the intention of the new company to carry 
both passengers and fruit at one-half the 
rates now demanded by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. The greater portion of the 
stock subscribed toward the new company 
has been contributed by the frait-giowers 
at Courtland and vicinity, and it is said 
that |20,U00 additional subscriptions await 
p the company's call, should more funds be 
' needed, Hy those who have subscribed 
tow.ird the new conipany it is said that on 
the completion of tlie valley road the fruit- 
growers will ship thfir fruit Ijy way of 
Stockton East, in-stead of Sacramento, as 
they now do. 

Captain Barker, who is interested in the 
new company, has completed many of the 
details of the organicationof the company 
and basTisitml San Francisco, where lie 
baa entered into negotiations preparatory 
for the construction of a new, or purchase 
of a anitable, stea mer.

leading officials of that corporation.

William I.aniph.'-cy, who is an active 
local politician and who was formerly in 
the employ of the company, has also l>eeii 
interrogated. It is probable that local in- 
vestigation will occupy the jury until 
Batnrday.

numerous residents of that place wUl be 
called on for information. It is rumored 
that Warden Aull will also be required to 
prove that he was not influenced by the 
railroad corporation and did not allow his 
guard force and some of his head officers 
to interfere in local politics in favor of the 
railroad company.

Verdict in the Cniie of an Italian Who 
Killrd a Cfiinhlrr. 
S.\^CR.\MENTO, March Jl,— The jury in 
the case of Giovanni (Iravello, charged 
with the murder of Doniinico Kaveru, ren- 
dered a verdict in Judge Johnson's court 
this morning, finding him guilty of man- 
slaughter. The jury recommended the 
prisoner to the mercy of the court. Sen- 
tence will be passed upon him next Satur- 
day. 

On the 12th of last November a young 
Italian named Giovanni Gravello came to 
Sacramento having in his possession the 
sum of in cold coin, which he had ac- 
cumulated by hard and unreniittent toil in 
the lumber camps of the Sierra Nevada. 
He was a total stranger in Sacramento and 
had scarcely arrived when he fell into the 
hands of three Italian sure-thing.gamblers. 
Under their guidance be entered an Italian 
saloon near the water front, and was 
shortly persuaded to join his companions 
in a game of cards. Within a brief period 
he found that he had been swindled out of 
$(X). He demanded the return of his 
money, but instead of complying his com- 
patriots ran from the s;iloon. 

In the evening he encountered Ravera, 
who had been the prime mover of the 
swindling scheme, and made another de- 
mand for the return of his money; again 
meeting with a refusal, a fight ensned. 
Defendant and an eye-witness named 
Pietro Grosso both claim that Ravera was 
the tirst to <(raw a knife and strike at de- 
fendant, although Rivera, in his dying 
statement, denied this and declared that 
defendant was the aggressor, (irosso sep- 
arated the combatants and Ravera ran 
away, pursued by defendant, who overtook 
him and another combat took place, in 
which Ravera received wounds that re- 
sulted in hia death and the defendant was 

badly cut. 

Mnat atana Trial for Mnr*or. 

SACRAMENTO. March 21.-1 Judge 
Johnson of the Superior Court, has or- 
dered that John Garcia, the young Mexi- 
can accused of the murder of William 
Wynne, must be ready for trial on Mon- 
day next. In September, 1893. Garcia was 
employed as a waiter in the Mint Restau 
rant, at Second and K streets, and ejected 
Wynne, who was drunk, with such force 
that he fell to the stone sidewalk and 
crushed his skull, dying soon after from 
the effects of the fall. Garcia had a triai, 
but the jury disagreed. It stood eleven 
for conviction against one for acquittal.

Officials Decline to Discuss 
THE Matter in Any of 
Its Phases.

CARSON, Nev., March 21.— The looting 
of over $60,000 worth of bidlion from the 
Carson Mint is still enveloped in mystery, 
and if there are any dews^ to the guilty 
party or parties, the officials are keeping 
the fact from the public. 

It is impossible to get a direct statement 
from the mint officials or employes, who 
say that no information can be given until 
the Inspector finishes his invcstigalion. It 
is reported that as.sayers have l).'en busy 
chipping off bits of several bars of the 
bullion on hand and testing them, but 
everything is all right so far. 

The exact amount of shortage is now 
said to be 3100 ounces of gold bullion, vei- 
ned at $21 .'iO [>er ounce, and lOOO ounces of 
silver at &i cents per otmce, making the 
total amount $61,180, 

CARSON, Nev., March 2t— It is re- 
ported on good authority that Peck Broth- 
ers have bought the tailings of the Holmes 
and Candelaria mining companies, instead 
of an English syndicate, as previously an- 
nounced. The centrifugal profiess will be 
used instead of the cyanide in treating the 
tailings.

SAN MATEO, March 21.— The body of 
James O. Braitbwaite was washed upon 
San Mateo Beach to-day. Braithwaite had 

been employed in a hotel for two months, 
and last Monday suddenly hecanie insane 
on reliL-ioi:^ suhjorts. He disajipeared and 
was not sei n nor heard of until to-day. 

The bo iy was entirely naked, btit no 
trace of the clothing was found. An ex- 
amination of the body disclosed the fact 
that the neck was broken, but there were 
no bruises or scratches. It is supposed 
that in his wanderings ha removed his 
clothing and leaped headlong 1]^ the bay 
where the water was shallow and broke 
his neck. 

Braithwaite lived here under the name 
of James Lowney, but the effects in a valise 
in his room show his name to be Braith- 
waite. Deeds to property In Tacoma were 
also found. 

Coroner James Crowe held an inquest to- 
day, and the verdict rendered was: 
"Drowned while laboring under a tempo- 
rary fit of insanity." He was a native of 
England, about 36 years of age. 8b far as 
known he has no relatives.

PASO ROBI.ES, March 21.-Firmly held 
in the grip of a burglar, whose lingers had 
clutched and used as a parrote a silk 
handkerchief, and who was in the act of 
seizing an ax to brain his victim. Night 
Watchman W. R. Dickenson with a final 
effort drew a pistol and by a fortunate 
shot saved his own life early thia morning. 
It was a narrow escape, and the police- 
man will not soon forget hb encounter 
with a robber. 

It was at ."i o'clock this morning that 
Nipht AVairhman Dickenson, passing 
the news and cii;ar store of Lewis Williams, 
was informed that tliere was an intruder 
in the place, lie qviietly withdrew, snm-

moned several men and placed them about 
the store so as to prevent the escape of the 
burglar. Then the officer went to the rear 
of the store and called o.it, "Who is in 
here?" With cool assurance the burglar 
replied, "Go to Los Gatos and find out," 

Dickenson is a man of courage, and he 
told the thief that unless he came out he 
would betaken out. The answer came 
back that if the officer entered the store 
he would be killed. Dickenson no sooner 
hoard the answer than he took hold of the 
donr, tur( ihly pulled it open and grappled 
with the intruder. The latter made a stub- 
born resistance, and luially getting a good 
hold of a silk handkerchief knotted about 
the officer's neck proceeded to (.-arrote him. 
The officer struggled in vain and was fast 
snccumbing to the. terrible pressure. At 
this juncture the robber reached for an 
az to brain the ofHcer, fwhen the lat- 
ter, exerting all his remaining strength, 
drew his pistol, which was of large caliber, 
and pressing the muzzle against his antag- 
onist's body fired, The robber staggered 
hach with an oath and fell to the floor 
groaning. 

The others nad l>y this time come to the 
assistance of the officer, and an examina- 
tion was made of the wotmded robber. It 
was found that the bullet bad entered just 
above the pelvis, inflicting a morta' wound. 

It was ascertained that the burglar after 
entering the store had built a lire, helped 
liiniself to a lot of cigarettes and news- 
papers and was having an enjoyable time 
when the oihcer interrupted him. 

The wounded man gave his name as 
Chsfles Santos and said liis parents resided 
in East Berkeley. 

Officer Dickenson relates the story of the 
encounter as follows: 

"At S:15 o'clock this morning in passing 
the store of P. Lundmark, on Twelfth 
street, the proprietor ajiproached me and 
told me there was a man in the back room 
of his store, and he wanted me to go in 
and bring him out, 1 went around to the 
rear of his store and made an entrance, 
but found the roan had gone through a 
partition in the door to the next store, oc- 
cupied by Lewis Williams, and had 
fastened the door after him. I then called 
to the man to come out. He replied, 'You 
leave my premises.' I then told him I was 
an officer and to come out. He replied, 'I 

don't care a who you are. If yon try 

to come in here I will kill you,' " 

"I then told him if he did not come out, 
I would break down the door and get him 
out. He replied, 'If you come in here I 
will chop you to places.' I then demanded 
to know who be was. .He said, 'Yon go to 
Los Gatos and find otit.' I then posted a 
man at the rear door, got an ai and called 
npon W, Seville for assistance, anil to- 
gether we forced open the door. I jumped 
in and found a man with bis shoes off Sit- 
ting down armed with a large ax. 

"I rushed up to him and he raised the 
ax to strike me, 1 grabbed it with my 
hand and covered him with my revolver. 
I then attempted to put the nippers on him 
and he grabbed them and thrust his hands 
into his breast. In the scuffle he got hold 
of the scarf around my neck and com- 
menced to choke me, when I drew my gun 
and shot hini. Hi- fell and I picked him 
up anil carried him ont and then returned 
and searched the premises to see if he had 
a partner. Upon searching him I foimd a 
large dagger concealed in nis breast. He 
had some of the goods belonging to Wil- 
liams in his possession. He is supposed to 
be Charles .s^antos, a rortuguese aged 28, 
whose father lives in East Berkeley," 

ASTIiCKItEXTS OF SAXTOS. 

The Fouler Son of a Kind Jterleeley 
JFatnily and Hit B'ayward Aetiont. 
BEliKELEY, March 2L— The report 
that Charles Woods, better known u 



Charles Santos, bad l;ben serionsly 
wounded while resisting arrest after he had 
entered a store at nigtit at Paso Robles, did 
not cause much surprise among those who 
have known the young man from infancy. 

Charles Woods was born' in Berkeley 
twenty-six years ago. His parents did not 
properly provide for the babe, and when it 
was seventeen months old a kindly neigh- 
bor, named Santos, took the neglected child 
into his own home. Though Santos never 
legally adopted Woods, he grew up as a 
member of the family and was always well 
treated by them. 

As the child grew into a sturdy lad he 
began to exhibit a tendency toward way- 
wardness and refused to attend school reg- 
ularly. When 1.') years old Woods ran 
away from the home of his foster-parents. 
He vwis gone six or seven months and then 
reappeared as suddenly as he had left. 
This habit of running away became peri- 
odical with the wayward youth, but he 
was always kindly received whenever he 
returned from his trips, though he never 
was communicative concerning his where- 
abouts during tlie interim. 

He was headstrong and willful and 
never heeded the kindly advice of Mr, and 
-Mrs. Santos. About six months ago he 
returned from one of his trips and an- 
nounced that he had changed his name 
from Santos to Woods for $10, but did not 
tell who was interested in him to the 
extent of offering him that sum to again 
take his parents' name. 

Three weeks ago he left the home of his 
foster-parents again and they had not 
heard of him until to-day, when the news 
came from I'aso Robles that he had been 
shot. The Santos, though they have had 
much trouble with the wayward young 
man, were deeply grieved to hear of his 
mishap.

The husband is a Christian .S cientist and 
he called a "Dr," Cook of Los .\nt:eles, who 
would not give the woman medicine. At 
the end of three days be told her she was 
well enough to get up and go about her 
household duties.

The result was that she con- 
tracted a fever which developed into 
puerperal mania. Although she was 
screaming and shrieking constantly in her 
anguish. I'Jamis would call in no physician. 
Cook being with her all the time and pray- 
ing for her recovery. 

Agent Wright of the Humane Society of 
Los Angeles, attempted to force Samis to 
call a physician by telling him he was 
likely to get into senous trouble.

Murderer Blanck Dies 
Fighting Seattle 
Posses. 



BATTLE nr A SWAMP. 



Not Until Riddled as a Sieve 
Does the Desperado 
Succumb. 



WOUHDIHO 07 A PURSUER 



Th* Body of th* Crlmlnsd Rsaehes 
Seattle Annid the Wild Cheers 
of Thousands. 



SEATTLE, Wash., March 21.— Thomas 
Blanck, double murderer and jail-breaker, 
is dead, shot through the head anil body 
by bullets from the rifles of John Shopich 
and Robert Crow. 

The encounter took place on tJie North- 
ern Pacitic Railroad track, about a mile 
north of Kent, at 5:30 o'clock this even- 
ing. About sixteen shots were tired, and 
when the smoke cleared away Thomas 
Blanck lay a lifeless corpse and John 
Shepich was prostratefl with wounds In 
his left side, in the pro-ximity of the heart. 

Blanck was shot through the ear, nose 
and, according to general observations, 
through the body. His remains were im- 
mediately taken to Kent, together with 
the wounded deputy. The injuries of 
Shepieh, while serious, are not thought to 
be fatal. 

The battle was one of the most desperate 
kind imaginable and was fought out with 
only ten feet sei>arating the men. Blanck 
shot twice before the deputies opened fire. 
He refused to throw up his liands and inhis 
usual bold and reckless manner drew his 
revolver and opened fire. Fast and furious 
was the shooting, the two deputies firing 
almost simultaneously. 

The full story of one of the most desper- 
ate of all battles with criminals that have 
ever taken place in this country was told 
to a rejwrter by W. L. Whittimor of Kent, 
who saw the fight from a distance and 
was one of the first to arrive after the 
struggle was over. He said ; , 

"This afternoon a report came to Kent 
that Blanck was penn^ in near Orilla. As 
soon as the news was heard a large num- 
ber of men started for the place. Bob 
Crow and John Shepich, who carried rifles, 
started up the Northern Pacific Railroad 
track. When they were about a mile 
north of Kent they saw a man coming to- 
ward them down the track. 

"They had no idea when they saw the 
man approaching that they were going to 
meet the desperado, and got to within ten 
feet of him before the real danger de- 
veloped itself. The stranger walked along 
without saying a word, and finally Crow 
and Shepich called to him: 'Throw np 
your hands!' 

"Their commands fell on deaf ears, for 
Blanck without further delay drewa.'J^S- 
caliber five-shooter revolver from his 
pocket and opened lire. Whang, bang, 
rang'out two shots from his revolver, but 
the bullets went wild. Then the men with 
the rifles commenced pumping bullets into 
their antagonist. 

"It was a regular fusillade, and it was not 
until the desperado had emptied his re- 
volver of all its shots, wounded Shepich 
and was bored through and through that the 
battle was over and the desperado lay on 
the track lifeless. Shepich and Crow had 
killed the most desperate criminal of the 
Pacific Northwest— Thomas Blanck, alias 
Frank Hamilton." 

Blanck's body was brought to this city 
this evening. When the train arrived at 
7 o'clock with the body the depot was 
Mark with people and j;rnat excitement 
prevailed, A few monieiits before the 
train pulled in the jiatrol wagon rattled 
down loaded with twelve policemen, who 
kept the mob back. 

As soon as the train stopped the baggage- 
car door flew open. Sheriff Vandeventer 
poked his bead out, and the mob cheered 
him. Half a dozen officers climbed into 
the car, and there, on the floor, lay the 
body of Blanck. A coffin was shoved 
in, and the body stowed away. 
A moment later the coffin was 
shoved ont and fourmen started through 
the crowd, headed for the dead wagon. 
Several thousand men immediately went 
wild and cheered and shouted and the 
twelve policemen had to use thier clubs to 
keep them back. As soon as the body was 
in the dead wagon the horses were whipped 
up and the mob followed to the morgue. 

When the wagon arrived at the morgue 
Coroner Askam made an examination of 
the murderer's body, Blanck had been 
shot seven times, three halls passing 
through and four remaining in the body. 
He was shot in the lobe of the left ear, the 
ball penetrating the brain and coming out 
at the center of the back of the neck. 

Another shot took effect in the right 
arm, near the shoulder, went through the 
arm, then into the body, passing through 
the right lung and coming out just above 
the right nipple. Another shot entered 
the right wrist and came out at the fore- 
arm. This is evidently the wound that 
compelled him to drop his weapon. 

There were three holes in the back over 
the right lung. There was also another 
wound from behind the left shoulder, 
showing that four balls were fired into 
him from behind, three of which would 
have meant instant death. He was com- 
pletely riddled. 

Blanck's face was thin, and weariness, 
loss of sleep and extreme hunger were 
written in every line of his countenance. 
The clothing on the body was wet through 
from rain, and he must have suffered 
greatly from the cold while in the swamp 
between Renton and O'Briens. He was 
clothed in a pair of dark -colored 
cheap trousers, and on his feet were 
the same pair of shoes be wore when he 
had his famous but unsuccessful fight with 
Cudihee and Corbett last fall, "Gold 
Brick George" Knowlton's coat was on his 
back, and he also wore a black alpaca 
shirt, whiVe an old checked silk hauder- 
cbief was about his neck. 

Blanck was evidently afraid of being 
shot from the rear at long range, and bad 
made abundant provision for just such an 
emeigoBogr. lathe bade of hia coat mie 



sewed twenty-one thicknesses of a horse 
blanket, but in spite of this protection four 
of the bullets from the rifles carried by 
Crow and Shepich penetrated, bnt did not 
have sufficient force to go through the 
bo.ly, 

1 red Bouchard of this city was at 
Slaughter today and came in to-night on 
the train which brought Blanck's body. 
The moment he caught sight of the dead 
desperado's face he recognized him as the 
man he had seen in San Francisco two 
years ago. , 

Bouchard says that he and the man 
stopped at the Western Hotel together, 
and the man would sometimes mysteri- 
ously disappear for a few days and then 
show uji au-ain. likmck, H' luchard says, 
was always well dressed and appeared to 
have plenty of money, but what name he 
went under or what his business was 
Bouchard was never able to ascertain. 

Blanck was probably the most desperate 
criminal ever confined in jail here. He 
has killed two men within the last year 
and last Sunday night he held up the 
County Jailer with a piece of wood shaped 
like a revolver and with nine other prison- 
ers escaped from jail. 

When he was taken into court for trial 
some months ago he pleaded guilty to 
murder in the first degree and was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. After the court had 
sentenced him he asked that his execution 
be immediately carried out. 

Sheriff Hagan of Snohomish County 
captured Willliam Holmes, a negro mur- 
derer, near Snohomish this morning. 
Holmes was one of the men who escaped 
from the County Jail with Murderer Blanck 
and others.

The Warden Believes the Man

SAN QUENTIN', M.arch 21,-ConvictC. 
Ross, serving an eight years' sentence, 
made bis escape from the prison here this 
morning, and has not yet been recaptured. 

The prison was thrown into a state of 
excitement at noon to-day by the soimd- 
ing of the general alarm, betokening that a 
prisoner had escaped. It was found that a 
convict named C. Ross was missing. The 
entire force of guards was instructed to 
keep a sharp lookout for the escaped 
prisoner. 

Inquiry among the guards stationed in 
the jntemill, where Ross was at work, 
showed that the last time the convict was 
seen at his bench was at 9:30, when he was 
working as usual. The Warden, after a 
careful ' search of the prison grounds, de- 
cided that Ross had not succeeded in mak- 
ing his way over the walls, and that he 
was concealed in some one of the hundreds 
of places in the mill where .a man could 
avoid detection for a short time at least. 
To insure against any chance of his escape 
from the vicinity guards were stationed at 
short intervals outside tii« walls, and 
twenty-five men were detailed to search 
the mill. 

To avoid trouble with the other prisoners, 
all the convicts were sent into the upper 
yard while the search was being made, 
and all were sent to their cells at an early 
hour this evening. No trouble of any kind 
occurred, and the Warden is confi.ieiit that 
Ross Wj(il be apprehended to-morrow at 
the latest. 

The prisoners wil^ return to work as 
usual to-morrow morning, with an extra 
gtiard in the jutemill, in case Ross is still 
missing. 

The hiding convict has given the prison 
authorities a good deal of trouble since he 
was sent to the prison two years ago, and 
about a year ago forfeited all his credits 
for a similar effort to escape, 

Ross was sentenced from San Joaquin 
County two years ago, to serve a term of 
eight years for grand larceny.

SAN DIEGO, March 21.— The little Mex- 
ican town of Ensenada, sixty miles south 
of San Diego, is in a fever of e.Tcitement 
over the robber^ of the conimission-hou.se 
of M. Riveroll & Co. and the bank of Godbc 
ifc Co. last night. In the lirsl place a gold 
bar weighing 636 ounces, valued at $1J,ikjS, 
and several smaller bars were stolen, he- 
sides coin said to amount to »28,000 in aU. 
From the bank -fSOOO in gold wiu taken, 
according to the officials, but much more 
is believed to have been lost. Absolutely 
no clew was left behind by the robbers, and 
as the safes were opened by the combina^ 
tions the affair asaimies a mysterious 
aspect. 

The gasoline schooner ,\nita, owned by 
the Ibarra Gold Mining Comi^any, arrived 
at Ensenada Monday from Santo Domingo 
with the big gold bar. It was placed in 
charge of the RiveroUs' agency to be 
shipped to this city 60. the steamer Pacheco. 
Other gold bars of much smaller value 
were also in the Riverolls' possession, 
awaiting shipment to banks here. They 
were placed, together with the big bar 
from the Ibarra mines, in the safes in the 
office. Yesterday morning when the otlioa 
was opened it was seen at once that some- 
thing was wrong. Only one safe, however, 
showed signs of having been tampered 
with. It appeared to have been blown 
open with dynamite, or, at least, aa if dy- 
namite had been used to give the impres- 
sion that a forcible entry had been made. 
The other s.ifes had been opened by meana 
of their combinations and the gold u as all 
gone. Considerable Mexican money was 
left untouched. The total amount secured 
in the office was given by Mr. Riveroll at 
$12,500, bnt another report was received 
that something like $26,000 had been taken. 

Seymour Jackson, cashier of Qodbe's 
banlc, opened that institution at 9 o'clock 
this morning and fotmd the vault and 
steel safe inside wide open and 93000 in 
gold gone. 

The safe was uninjured, as was the time 
lock of the vault itself, and both had evi- 
dently been opened by some one who knew 
the combination. Here also a lot of Mexi- 
can money had been left behind. The loes 
at the bank is said by Oodbe to be not 
more than |3000. 

Within an hour every avenue from tow^ 
■*as guarded by armed rurales and posses 
left in every liireetion. Governor Sangines 
ordered that every effort be mailer to ap- 
prehend the robbers, and word was sent to 
San Quentin, Alamo, Tia .luana and other 
points on the border. The authorities are 
utterly in the dark as to the identity of the 
daring rogues. It was argued that they 
were not intrudere from &is side of th* 
line, as the telegraph wires were left uncut, 
thus allowing Tia Juana authorities to be 
notified. In all probability the thieves are 
right in Ensenada hiding their plunder. 
This was the view taken by the aatboritiea 
there to-night, thotigh the Surrounding 
country is being scoured. 

Henry Schacht of San Francisco, vice- 
president, and one of the heaviest ownera 
in the Ibarra Mining Company, was in thia 
city yesterday and was notified of the rob- 
bery by Mr. RiverolL Schacht had just 
made a visit to the mines on the schooner 
Anita, and bad personally given the bar to 
Mr. Riveroll to be shipped here. 

Mr. Schacht sent word to Jucz de Paza, 
at Tia Juatia, and in the afternoon went to 
the line to be on the lookont for any sus- 
picious characters coming up from En- 
senada. Detective Russell was put upon 
the case by Mr. Schacht, and the former 
issued circulars last evening, offering a lib- 
eral reward for the apprehension of ths 
robbers. 



Cowbojf Jtroumed in Loirer California, 
SAN DIEQO, March 21.— A cowboy in 
the employ of Charles Baker, named 
Francisco Dore, gathering cattle near 
Algodones, was drowned while trying to 
cross a laguna last Friday. He paid no 
heed to the warning and forced his horse 
into the stream. The current was ruiuiing 
like a millrace, and on reaching it horse 
and rider disappeared. The* horse was 
washed ashore dead several hundred yards 
below.

COTOTH SIJJl' CLAIMS. 

Th» Vorernor Itefusra to TnUe Hasty 
Action in the Mutter. 

SACRAMKNTO, Cal., March 21.— The 
coyote scalp claims bill was a topic of 
lively discnssion in the Govemor's office 
this afternoon. 

Representatives from the counties of 
Kern, King, Ventura, Fresno and Tnlare 
were present and endeavored to impress 
upon the executive's mind the necessity of 
signinc Senate bill Xo. 18, providing for 
the payment of the accumulated claims 
for bounty on coyote scalps. A i)erfect 
storm of argument was showered upon his 
K.\cellency, but evidently without visible 
effect. 

The fact is Governor Bndd has been in- 
stitating a vigorous investigation into the 
justice of the claims, and by the aid of 

Detective Crawford has discovered that 
there has been a large amount of fraud 
perpetrated and that no less than 223 
pounds of scalps had been smuggled into 
this State at one time, rnming from Kl 
Paso, Tex., and h. in^ di-trihiito.l ip. Kern 
County for redemption. Another similar 
package was received in the same locality 
from another State. The Governor made 
this statement to the representative from 
Kern County when he attempted to advo- 
cate t!ic s:er.;n_' of the bill, and also stated 
i:..;t t'::" "iraiui Jury of that county had 
been notiiied by the Board of Examiners 
as to the identity of the individual, and 
had as yet to take action. The represen- 
tative stated that he was oersonally a 
member of that body and that an investi- 
gation in the matter of fraudulent demands 
for scalp bounty would be entered upon 
shortly, they had not as yet had time. He 
desired, however, he said, to present the 
fact for the Governor's consideration that 
it was hardly right to punish the innocent 
with the guilty, and advocated the signing 
of the bill, so that just claims could be set- 
tled and the others proven to i>e fraudulerit. 

"That is the trouble," replied Governor 
Budd. "I cannot, with so short a space 
of tiine at my <iisposal, prove that the 
coyotes were r.ui killed in this State, and 
until I can do so I do not feel justified in 
acting in the matter. In fact, I think it 
will require two years to investigate." 

After listening to numerous arguments 
he disposed of the matter by saying: 

"I shall submit this case to the Attorney- 
General for, whereas, I do not wish to be 
cursed, as no doubt I will be, by every 
one holding a just claim, still I can take 
no hasty action." 

The point to be submitted is the bearing 
which section WW of the Political Code 
will have upon the signing of the bill. 

Ttiis section jirovidcs that the board 
may postpone action fur cause on any 
case for one month after it has been 
reached, and infers that they must then 
xeiact or allow.

SACRAMKNTO, March 21. -Governor 
Budd h:'d till- cluini of Dennis .Ionian for 
labor performed in the construction of the 
Polsom State Prison under consideration 
this afternoon. The hill developed a quan- 
tity of friends and but one opponent, who 
made up in active antagonism to the meas- 
ure what was lacking in the number of in- 
dividual opponents. The friends of the 
bill numbered in their ranks such partisans 
as Senator Grove L. Johnson, ex-Secretary 
of State Beck and William McHcnry, who 
was foreman of construction at tin 
the work was performed. The statement 
of ex-Lientenant Governor Johnson was 
also read, as was the report of the commit- 
tee who investigated the jiutness of the 
claim in 1880. 

Judge Catlin of the Superior Court ap- 
peared in opposition to the bill and pre- 
sented such strenuous arguments against 
the signing of the measure that ho was 
questioned by the Governor as to his per- 
sonal interest in the bill. After stating 
that he had the interests of the people at 
heart he said that be was the attorney for 
the old Natoma Company, which had al- 
ways opposed the contract being awarded 
tq Jordan, and which at the time he se- 
cured it offered him $20,000 to relinquish it 
in their favor. 

On the last two days of the late session of 
the Legislature Assembly bill 102U was 
passed. It provides lor the payment of all 
private claims out of the revenues of the 
forty-seventh fiscal year, and refers all 
claims to the Board of Examiners, with 
power to cut them down if exorbitant. 
This biU will enable the present adminis- 
tration to settle all just claims and dispose 
of them. The Jordan bill has already 
passed five Legislatures, twenty-one com- 
mittees and has been favorably considered

Many Trees Will Come Into 
Bearing and the Crop 
May Be Heavy. 



HE.\Ll>SBrHG, Marcii 21.— A C.u.i, 
correspondent has returned from an ex- 
tended trip tbronghout Sonoma County 
•nd finds that the fruit crop has not been 
materially damaged by the recent cold 
snap. 

In the Sonoma Valley gome Injury to 
the apricot crop is reported, and some or- 
chardists say the blossoms of the Bartlett 
I car have dropped badly — Mmnoh SO that 
a tmall crop will result. 

In the Russian River, Dry Creek and 
Gold Ridge districts the crop bids fair, and, 
added to the new otobaids which will 
come into bearing, the ontpttt this season 
may be the heaviest known. 

A fact worthy of note is the large num- 
ber of orange and other trees which have 
been jilanted. In tlio townships of Clover- 
dale, Washington and Mendocino nearly 
every farmer has set out a few orange anil 
lemon trees. A joint stock company, 
made up of Cloverdale and Santa Rosa 
capitalists, has purchased twelve acres of 
land in the northern put of the oooatyand 
planted the ^entire tract to orange and 
lemon trees. 

The same is true of the planting of olive 
trees. Although Sonoma County has the 
largest olive orchard in the State the grow- 
ing of this fruit has in the past been con- 
fined to a few, but this season has wit- 
nessed the, planting of a large number of 
these trees by many farmers. ■ 

It is now definitely known that the Se- 
bastopol cannery will be operated tliis 
season, and a visit to the packing-hduses 
of Santa Rosa, Petaluma aud this place re- 
vealed the fact that less canned goods and 
dried fruits remain in stock than at the 
same time last year. 

A new drier is being built in Sonoma 
VaUey which will have a capacit>- of fifty 
to|is of green fruit per day. Another fruit- 
drier is to be built in this place, which will 
be one of the largest in the State. 

Besides these several smaller fruit-driers 
arc being built, while Cloverdale and So- 
noma City are l>oth striving to have can- 
neries established.

WASHINGTON', March 21.— Although 
the diplomatic situation here is so thick it 
can be cut into chunks, the entire com- 
bined jirospects of war tu-day are not suf- 
liciently good to keep citizens awake of 
nights. The S]-)anish incident is resting on 
its oars and Senor Murugua merely util- 
izes a patient reporter to re-emphasize his 
declaration that he will not be recalled. 

Minister Thurston is hoWing his peace 
and patiently awaiting the anticipated ar- 
rival of the steamer at San Francisco from 
Honolulu bringing news for his offldal de- 
capitation. 

Itamn Fava has relapsed into silence. 
Senor Komero feels cheerful and hopeful 
that war may yet be avoided between 
Guatemala and Mexico. 

The only cog in the diplomatic wheel is 
that relating to the course to be pursued 
by the United Stetes when Great Britain 
shall have actually pounced upon Xiear- 
agua. The fact cannot be denied that this 
is a serious prolib in, which is entirely 
divorced from usual platitudes and plcas- 
antrie.s. 

When Great Britain anchors a first-class 
man-of-war oS the coast of Nicaragua, de- 
mands the counting out in cold cash of 
$75,000, and in the event of a refusal or 
non-compliance seizes the territory in lien 
of liquidation, the United States mu^t 
either swallow the Monroe doctrine or pre- 
pare to uphold it by something more sub- 
stantial and effective than a mer« exchange 
of diplomatic courte.^ies. 

That the .seriousness of the proposition 
is fully apprehended by the administration 
is evidenced by the fact that a discussion 
of the subject occupied more time at the 
Cabinet meeting on Tuesday than ail other 
foreign entanglementa combined. 

It is also certain that a continuation of 
the consideration will be had at to-mor- 
row's meeting. Something positive and 
definite must be dune or the Monroe doc- 
trine will become simply a heirloom.

WASHINGTON, March 21.— Although 
Mr. Thurston, the Hawaiian Minister, re- 
fuses to discuss the cause that led to his 
estrangement with (Ircshani his friends 
think it only fair to him to refute the pub- 
lished allegation that he has betrayed dip- 
lomatic secrets. , 

Admitting that Mr. Thurston did as is 
alleged his friends assert that he did not 
exceed his diplomatic duties in the slight- 
est respect in making public the sentences 
imposed on several of the Hawaiian con- 
spirators by the military court. The pro- 
ceedings of the court were conducted 
openly and the sentences of the jirisoners 
had been publicly announced in Hawaii j 
and all the facts reached Han Francisco by 
the first mail steamer from the islands. 
Jlr. Thurston's friends say he has never 
betrayed any official communication or 
abused ofiBcial confidence in the corre- 
spondence between his Government and 
himself and the Government of the 
I'nited States or any of its representa- 
tives. It is admitted that it would 
have been a manifest impro]iriety for him 
t(i have divulged any information from the 
.'Secretary of State touching the relations 
between Hawaii and the United States. 

At the same time it is claimed for him 
that he was perfectly free to publish any 
information he desired in regard to the 
evente in the Hawaiian republic that came 
into his jmssession entirely independent of 
the Stete Department, provided he did not 
comment on the action of the Vnited 
States (iovcrnment in regard thereto. The 
suggestion is made here that a movement 
will be made in the future looking to 
Hawaiian annexation, and that Mr. 
Thurston's intimate knowledge of affairs 
both in this country and in Hawaii will 
lead to his having a prominent connection 
with any commission on the part of 
Hawaii to negotiate for terms of admission 
to the Union. 



ABE SELLIM THEIR SEEDS. 



Secretary Morton to Put a 
Check on Certain Prac- 
tices OF Congressmen. 



Many Members Who Have Given 
Orders to Transfer Their 
Quotas. 



WASHINGTON, March 21.-Since Secre- 
tary Morton has been' at the head of the 
Agricultural Department he has opposed 
tlte present method of seed distribution 
through Congressional agencies. He does 
not believe that the moiu'y expended in 
this way is productive of the good that 
could be derived from other methods which 
he has recommended and which wotild be 
less costly to the Government. It has been 
represented to the Secretary that mem- 
bers of Congress have disposed of their 
quotas of seed in a way not contemplated 
by the law, and he recently took steps to 
ascertain the truth of the statements. 

At his direction the agents of the seed 
de;iartm."iil negntiatcd for the iinrchaso of 
a member's share and the former soon 
brought to the Secretary the written order 
of a member for fully 76 per cent of his an- 
nual Quote, which was offered for sale at 
$75. The purchase was made and the 
agent gave his check for the money, which 
was indorsed by the member and is now in 
the Secretary's possession. 

Secretary Morton also says ho could have 
recently purchased from a second-hand 
book-dealer in this city the quota allowed 
to three members of Congress for $150 
each. Besides these he says be has the 
names of probably a hundred members of 
Congress who have given orders for the 
transfer of their quota of seed, or a great 
portion qf them, to other parties. 

Some of thera are probably in exchange 
for Patent Olfice reports and other Govern- 
ment publications, according to the con- 
stituency of the respective members. He 
will print all of these names in his next 
annual report in order that the practice 
prevailing may be shown to the public. 
The last agricultural appropriation bill 
provides for $180,000 for seed distribution 
for the fiscal year of 1S96, $20,000 of which 
is to pay the expenses incident to the pub- 
lication of fiirmer.s' bulletins, notwith- 
standing the Secretary suggests that only 
J.'iO'J be allotted to each of the forty-eight 
txpi riment stations to purchase new and 
improved varieties of seeds, cuttings, eto.

PORTLAND, Or., March 21.— Judge Gil- 
bert of the United States Circuit Court has 
appointed John M. Egan receiver of the 
Oregon Short Line and Utah Northern 
Railway, subject to the approval of Judge 
Sanborn of the district of Wyoming. 

The order appointing the receiver is to 
teke eHect only upon the entry in the dis- 
trict of Wyoming of an order directing the 
Union Pacific receivers now in charge to 
transfer the property to £gan, who is ap- 
pointed receiver of the Short Line. 

Three bills were brought by the Ameri- 
can Loan and Trust Company in its pro- 
ceedings iu the United States court here. 

One was an intervening petition in the 
Ames suit, which was by mutual consent 
shelved in the hearing. 

Another was an intervening petition in 
the Dillon suit, and Judges Gilbert and 
Bellinger banded down their opinion yes- 
terday. 

The other was the suit in which Egan 

was appointed. 

The appointment was a great surprise, 
following so closely upon the opinion of 
yesterday, which wa.s considered adverse 
to the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany. It did not become generally known 
until to-day /that such an order had 
been made. Egon is well known among 
railroad men, having gained a national 
reputation through his position as chair- 
man of the General Managers' Association 
during the great strike last summer. His 
bond is fixed at $_'0.f»»0. 

Judge Gilbert says: "The appointment 
of Mr. Egan as rci eiver of the Siiort Line 
is not intended to bind the court of Wyo- 
ming, but is merely advisory. In case the 
matter comes up in the Wyoming court 
and Jndge Sanborn sees fit to take the some 
action as this court the receiver will be 
ready to teke charge of the road."

EVAN'STOy.Wyo., March 21.— Thetotal 
number now known to have perished in 
the mine difastcr at Red Canyon last 
evening is sixty, of which fifty-one were 
married men and nine young men and 
boys. Up to this hour the bodif? of the 
following out of a total of lifiy-tiiree who 
net their death in the mine have been re- 
ooTcred and turned over to their relatives: 

Peter Clark, John Morris, David Laurie, 
George Hyde, John G. Locke, W. H. 
Grieves, Samuel Clay (single), Samuel 
Hutchinson, William Morris, Thomas 
Booth, Benjamin Coles, Charles Clark, 
AVillard Brown, James Limb and Fred 
Morgan, all men of large families. 

TUa leaves twenty-eiKht nnreoovered 
iMdiea in the mine. 

The timbering has been largely blovm 
ont and the walls and roof of the whole in- 
terior are cracked and shattered so that the 
volunteer searching party of eighteen now 
seeking the bodies of their comrades are 
every moment in danger of being buried. 

A coroner's jury has been impaneled 
which views the reinairis as soon .is liroiight 
to the surface and turns them over to the 
relatives. 

The agonizing cries of widows and chil- 
dian abont the month of the mine are 
heart-rending. The moles that were in the 
mine are so bnmed that they have to he re- 
moved on account of the odor before work 
can proceed. 

Additional details of the explosion which 
occurred at Rocky Mountain mine Xo. .5 
ftate that the whole country around was 
shaken and the power plant, fanhouse and 
several other buildinps wrecked. 

Immediately after the explosion Super- 
intendent Bradbury telephoned to Evans- 
ton for all the physicians, with an extra 
train. Tne relief corps, carrying lanterns, 
got ready to descend, in hopes of rescuing 
alive some of the victims. The blacksmith- 
s-hop was turned into % deadhouse, with 
four bodies lying there, one disfigured with 
its head blown off, the others less mangled. 
Brave men had tried to descend some of 
the air and escape slopes without success, 
and it was not until three hours aiter the 
explosion that a volunteer party entered 
the main enttanoe to the slopes, and soon 
afterward returned with two bodies. They 
reported that caves stopped farther prog- 
ress down the slope. 

A parfy went down to shovel out the 
caytt^' sifer which the searching party 
again entered and the work of securing 
bodies was resumed. This slope being down 
2000 feet, with nine levels, each one mile 
and a half long, will probably require sev- 
eral days to reach all parts of the mine. 

A few lives were saved because of the 
time of the explosion. The miners qnit 
work at 6 o'clock, and it is customary for 
them to be near the entrance and come out 
just as the wnistle blows. X number of 
men had come out ana some had just left 
the entrance to the mine slope, awav from 
the working tunnel, when the explosion 
occurred, thus escaping death. 

The explosion is described by many as 
most terrific, shaking the whole town and 
raosing women and children to mn into 
the streets crying 'Oh. my husband," and 
"Oh, my papa," with raised hands implor- 
ing for the safety of the beloved ones. The 
explosion is supposed to have come from a 
blast setting fire to dust, making a dust ex- 
plosion, since the mine was supposed to be 
free from gas, being well ventilated. The 
Rocky Mountain CompanVi generally 
designated as the Central Pacific mines, 
have two mines— Nos. 5 and 6— with one 
mile face, making two separate mines with 
l.y) feet pillars separating them. This 
leaves No. 6 unharmed, but deprives the 
company of one half of its capacity. 

This is the third disastrous explosion in 
this vicinity. In ISSl No. 2 mine of the 
Kocky Mountain Company explodfd. kill- 
ing thirty-six Chinese and four white men. 
In the spring of 1886 Union Pacific mine 
Jio. 4 killed thirteen men. 

Newell Beaman, manager, arrived from 
Bait Lake t»-night, hastening t({the mine 
and is doing all iie can for the injnred and 
bereaved and to reach tboae still in the 
mine.

SALT LAKE, Utah, M.irth 21. -A spe- 
cial to the Tribune from Evanston, Wyo., 
says: Ever since the explosion at Re i 
Canyon mine work has progressed steadily 
in gaining access to it, bringing oat the 
dead and caring for the bereaved families. 
Not one in the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion escaped, all being instantly killed. 
There rosy be m.ore than sixty killed, but 
that is the number sliown after carefully 
checking the roll. Of those who were in- 
jured around the mine Dr. liamble, the 
resident mine phy.-^ician, has about tweniy- 
five under treatment. 

This morning David G. Thomas, State 
mine insi>ector, arrived and will remain 
until all the bodies are recovered, and will 
thoroughly inspect the mine. He says he 
considered this the best ventilated and 
safest mine in the State, being free from 
gas and with plenty of safety appliances. 

All agree that the cause of the exjilosion 
was a miner putting in a lar^-e charge of 
powder to throw down a big amount of 
coal for the nf-xt morning. This charge 
set fire to what is known as a dust ex- 
plosive. This dust, of minute particles of 
coal mixed with air, made the dangerous 
compound which erased the destruction of 
property and carried so many men to 
instant death. 

The work of bringing out the dead is 
necessarily slow. Besides those killed in 
the manway, the balance met death on the 
seventh and eighth levels, one-third of a 
mile down the elope, so steep as to make it 
difficult and laborious. Some of the 
bodies were partly covered with the caves, 
hence requiring searching to find them, 
but most of them were lying fully ex- 
posed. 

W. J. Cassin, the Coroner of Uintah 
County, impaneled a jnry, which viewed 
the remains brought out, identified them 



and permitted the relatives to take posses- 
sion of the bodies for burial. 

Salt Lake and Om^ha were telegraphed 
to for coffins, and the burial of the victims 
will occur as soon as possible. The dis- 
tress of the bereaved calls loudly tor aid. 
The fifty-one women who have been be- 
reft of the proteetion and support of their 
husbands, with their families, will proba- 
bly make a total of 300 persona fully worthy 
of the deepest sympathy. 

There remain yet in the mine about 
forty bodies.

BOSTON, March 21.— The Adams House 
suicide was this noon positively identified 
as Ada Hathaway by three women 
residents of this city who called at the 
undertaker's rooms. One of the women 
stated that she had met the dead girl two 
years ago and that she knew she was in 
love with "Dick" Lairil and >ln :u licved 
unrequited affection and tinancial troubles 
cause(i the suicide. 

PITTSBUKG, March 21.— The identifica- 
tion of the woman who committed suicid 
at the Adams House in Boston as Ada 
Hathaway forms a chapter in a scandal 
which first came to the scu^ace in 
this city on August 6 last. On the evening 
of that day Ada Hathaway called at the 
olfice of the wholesale shoehouse of Laird 
<fe Ray and had a long con\ ^rsation with 
Richard Laird, one of the partners. What 
passed between them is not known, but 
Laird was seen to push her through the 
door, when she tried to force her way back 
again, and the police took her in charge. 
On the way to the police station she 
placed to her mouth a handkerchief satu- 
rated with chloroform, but it was taken 
away from her before any harm was done. 

On the morning after her arrest she 
promised to leave town, and was escorted 
by an oflicer to the hotel where she had 
been stopping. Upon reaching her room 
she piaced-a revolver to her breast and 
threatened to kill herself if any one ap- 
proached her. Finally after much persua- 
sion she was provided with a ticket and 
$20 by Laird and took a train for Boston, 
but on arriving at Philadelphia she took 
the first train back to Pittsburg. The fol 
lowing day she retained au attorney and 
entered suit against Laird for the part he 
took in forcing her to leave the city, and 
afterward entered a suit for breach of 
promise of marriage. A short time after 
the scandal came out the firm of Laird & 
Ray was dissolved, and the former left the 
city.

NEW YORK, March 21.— The electrical 
wiremen's strike, which commenced on 
February 18, was declared off to-day. 
With the single exception of having the 
eight-hour day started on May 1 instead of 
May 15, the strikers have not gained any 
privileges which they did not enjoy prior 
to the strike. 

Bishop Henry C. Potter, president of the 
board of mediation and conciliation, and 
President Felix Adler of the same body 
were mainly instrumental in bringing 
about the settlement which was signed on 
Wednesday evening by representatives of 
all the organizations interested. The basis 
of the settlement is that the electrical 
workers at present employed be subjected 
to an e.Tamination as to competency, in 
accordance with the rule heretofore pre- 
vailing in the trade. The Electrical 
Workers' Union declares its readiness to 
accept in their union all persons who have 
satisfactorily passed such examination, 
irrespective of their action in the present 
strike ; but the men employed at present 
by the Electrical Contractors' Association 
shall, if they wish, join the union without 
interference from their employers or i>cn- 
alties imposed by the union. The Klectri- 
cal Contractors' Association agrees to 
grant the eight-hour day on May 1. 1895. 
All other matters at issue will be subject to 
mutual agreement between the Electrical 
Contractors' Association and the Electri- 
cal Union, represented by their employes.

BIG OIL TANKS ABLAZE. 



Such a Sight Caused a Wild 
Stampede Among the 
Spectators.

The Flames Controlled After a Loss 
of Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars. 



SIOUX CITY, Iowa, March 21.— One of 

the most serious fires in the history of 
Sioux City comnletely destroyed the ware- 
house of the Western Transfer Company 
to-day, together with its contents, entail- 
ing a loss of more than $20iJ,iiO0. The high 
wind which was blowing carried the lire to 
the linseed-oil mill across the street and it 
was partly destroyed and the greater part 
of its contents consumed, making a total 
loss of ?;)00,OIM. 

The wind, whieh had been from the 
southeast, now ihanged and increased in 
velocity, blowing for a time directly from 
the East. Thi> coniinunieated the liames 
to the two big tanks owned by the liusced- 
oil mills and the platform on which they 
rested began tfi burn. Thousands of peo- 
ple bad congr^^d by this time, and 
when they saw the tanks on fire there was 
a wild stampede. The storage building 
was an immense structure, 500x60 feet, in- 
cluding the brick storage annex. 

The main part of the elevator was five 
stories liigh and had a capacity of 150,000 
bushels. In the bins at the time were 
stored 100,000 bushels of fla.xseed and on 
the lower floor several thousand tons of 
linseed oil cake was ^ady for the market. 
In the annex the «il was in large tanks; 
having an estimated capacity of 120,000 
gallons. When it was plain that nothing 
could be done toward saving the imple- 
ment warehouse, the firemen turned their 
attention to saving the oi'.mill storage- 
house. Mayor Fletcher telegraphed to 
Lamars and Missouri Valley for the fire 
departments in those towns, and they 
were soon ready 'to respond, but when it 
was found that the fire could be controlled 
messages were sen^to hold them back. 

The back end of the transfer company 
was a mammoth frame structure six stories 
hi.di, covered with corrugated iron. The 
iron aided the flames, as it kept water 
from reaching the woodwork. The huge 
four-story and basement warehouse, lOOx 
ISO, was filled from top to bottom with 
farm implements and machinery, valued 
at abont $200,000. This machinery was 
owned by about twenty implement com- 
panies in different parts of the United 
States.

The warehouse itself was protected by 
$30,000 insurance in the Liverpool, London 
and Globe Company. Insurance on the oil- 
mill cannot be ascertained.

$3000 and the Commercial I'nion JfiOOO on 
seed in the elevator. The value of the con- 
tents of the elevator at the market price 
would make th e loss $300,000.

INDIANAPOLIS, March 21. — Louis 
Kwbanks of Indianapolis said to^lay that 
more sensational developments in the 
whisky trust receivership may be expected 
soon. Relative to the deed being filed in 
the various counties by order of the United 
States court he said : 

"This deed, now in the hands of the 
Recorder of Dearborn Connty, actually 
conveys less than one-fifth of the real 
estate belonpng to the trust and none of 
the personal estate. The descriptions are 
printed in small, close-set type and cover 
eleven large pages, and the phrases which 
declare continued ownership of the per- 
sonal estate and of so much of the real 
estate are introduced in abuut the middle 
of the paL'e in an inobstrusive manner. Of 
course, the action of the oBicers in using a 
printed description of the property in 
which these objectionable phrases are 
found, and thereby failing to ot>ey the 
order of the court, may have been entirely 
innocent, and if so, they will doubtless 
hasten to execute a new deed actually con- 
veying the property which it describes." 

IMPOKTISa FLAX SLED. 

Large Quntitities shijiped i ioin Argen- 
tine to This foHNfri/. 
NEW YORK, March 21. -The arrival at 
this port early in the week ot a steamer 
from the Argentine Republic with a cargo 
of 120,000 bushels of flax seed has brought 
to light some interesting facts. It seems 
that quite a trade has been going on in 
seed from the far-away country for some 
time past, about 500,000 bushels of the Ar- 
gentine seed having already been sold here. 
.\nothcr vessel with a cargo similar to the 
one received here this week is due here 
m-it week. The seed, although dirty, is 
reiiorted to be of good quality and the price 
is equal to $1 28 per bushel duty paid, the 
latter amounting to 20 cents per bushel. 
Crushers get a rebate on oil cake exported, 
which makes the net price about $1 20 paid 
for the Southern American article. Ameri- 
can flax seed is quoted nominally at $1 50 
and $1 ,T.5. It is interesting to note that 
two years ago .-Vmerica exported large 
quantities of flax seed. Now she is im- 
porting.

COLORADO SPRINGS. Colo., March 
21.— Solon McCloskey and Tremont Mc- 
Closkey, arrested at Cripple Creek on the 
charge of stealing ore from the Union 
Qold Mining Company, were brought to 
this city and released aftw fomiahing |S0OO 
bail each. The complaint aUeges titat sys- 
tematic stealing was carried on for about 
one year and aggrei^ates a sum of between 
JijO,OOOand ?10t»,0(X). 

The McCloskey brothers had a lease on 
the main workings of the Pikes Peak 
lode, which they secured from the Union 
Company. Some time ago the royalty on 
ore firom the lease deoeaaed to a very low 
figure. 

The company began an inveiltigation 
which ended in the arrest of the Imthers. 
It is claimed that their method was to 
chip off gold-bearing rock from the quartz 
they mined and subject it to a process of 
their own in order to get the gold out of it. 
The ore they had subjected to this test was 
then, it is charged, mi.xed with common 
rock on the dump and shipped to the 
smelters. Consequently the smelter re- 
turns were not half what they would have 
been bad thejr not the greater part of the 
gold been chipped out of the (juartz, the 
retorts thus secured b. ing kept by the 
miners, who did not have to share the 
profita. 

A Eareat Fire Raging. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 21.— A 
forest fire that has already burned over 
twenty-five acres of valuable timber is rag- 
ing within two miles of Egg Harbor City 
to-night. Several re.-iiUiices are in the 
path of the flames and gangs of men are 
working to save them from destinction. 



LONDON, March 21.- For three even- 
ings past Throckmorton street in the busi- 
ness portion of I>ondon, a thoroughfare 
where, after hours, a curbstone market is 
held,, has been a scene oi great disorder. 
Throckmorton street being qnite narrow, 
the assemblage of brokers almost com- 
pletely blocked it from 4 p. M. to 6:30 p. m.

Mr. Paxton, a promi- 
I nent member of the Stock Exchange, ex- 
i posttilated with a police inspector and 
I this caused a renewal of the disorder, re- 
! suiting in the arrest of Paxton. The ar- 
rest caused great excitement and a 
crowd of brokers attempted to 
rescue the prisoner, who hail to be taken 
to the police station through a bystreet. 
The brokers seemed pleased that a promi- 
nent man of the Stock Exdiange was ar- 
rested, declaring that the question whether 
Throckmorton street can i>e used after 
hours as a market will now he settled. The 
general opinion expressed is that the 
police will be worsted, as a market has 
been held in that street without interfer- 
ence for years, the street dealings being 
chiefly in .\mericanand South American 
securities.

OMAHA, March 2L— The future of the 
Union Pacific was informaUy discussed to- 
day in Omaha by Messrs. E. EUery An- 
derson, J. W. Doane and Fred R. Ooudert, 
Tecelvers of the Union Pacific system, who 
arrired this iiiciriiing from the East. J. F. 
Mink of till ] ,ny ^aid: 

"The status of the Union Pacific might 
lif liccidi'clly lietter and then not be at all 
worthy of jzreat comment. We are pretty 
bard hit and the future is not at all prom- 
ising. \Vhile I am hopeful that auother 
crop failure will not be put against Ne- 
braska this year, still tarmets ai« afraid to 
put in seed for fear that the diy soil will 
not bold the grain and the winds will 
sweep the sood away.'' 

Upon thi' lJue^tion of a reduction in \ 
salaries on ilie system Mr. Mink would not 
t.nlk i-xoc[it to say that the subject had 
not been seriously discussed, although the 
receiTeis felt that the company was like a 
tailor who, driven to retrenchment, had to 
make bis suit according to the size of the 
cloth. He remarked that the Union 
Pacific was paying higher salaries than 
any of its competitors, bnt said that no 
action had been taken to secure an order 
of the court ordering a rc.iuction. 

Mr. Anderson explained that he did not 
btiieve that the Government will ever 
again receive two fairer propositions than 
those submitted to Congress last winter- 
that the Union Pacific should pay $70,000,- 
000 at 2 per cent, secured by a first lien on 
the property to the Government, and that 
$34,000.(>X) should be paid outright and the 
bills of tlie Government canceled. Both of j 
these propositions were refused on the part i 
of the BepresentatiTes in Congress. He { 
said: \ 

"I question very much if a committee of 
men lepresenling the varied interest in 
the Union Pacific will ever be able to agree 
upon such fair propositions again." 

"Ob, yes, they will," interjected Mr. 
Ooudert. 

Mr. Anderson continued : "We found it 
hard to combat among the Representatives 

in Conprcss the prcjutiirps of thirty years 
atro. The Tuiou l':i- il'ic was a product of 
the necessity. There has never been a de- 
sire on thi.- part of any interest, that I am 
aware, to combat the claims of the Govern- 
meat in the load. We have been exceed- 
ingly anxions to make most advantageous 
terms with It, for we recognize the help it 
extended when help was needed. But un- i 
less something remarkable should occur in 
the next few years I am frank in saying I 
don't believe a more generous oSer will 
t vc r Ik- made than wa.s made last winter, 
a^ a happy outcome of our afflictions." 

Mr. Condertsaid: "We do not feel that 
the Government is coercing us in any man- 
ner, and so far as we know the foreclosure 
proceedings will not be hastily pushed. 
This is a grave problem and requires the 
utmost deliberation. We are going through 
our period of trouble and the Government 
knows our condition."

the Pescador Islands by the narrow Pesca- 
dor Channel. 

Telegrams from the north report that 
many Japanese vessels are off Shaniah 
Kanwan and Kin Chow, on the Gulf of 
Liao Hung Tong. It isc.xtiocted that there 
will be an early landing of J.ipantse forces 
at these ports. 

YOKOHAMA, March 21.— It is expected 
that the negotiations for peace between 
Chins and Japan will not be successful.

to be taken for its relief, excite the mind, 
the Govemment should immediately be 
approached with the view of adopting 
suitable measures for securing speedy re- 
lief. I Intend in such a case to instantly 
give my personal attention to the reqtii- 
site measures, and, if necessary, to sum- 
mon the Slate Council. In closing the 
proceedings I beg to offer you my royal 
thanks."

The girls' lifp class at the Hopkins Art 
Rclirol is working !i:irii, :iiul its teacher, A. 
F. Mathcwp, i? com'aioiu that as a class the 
work is succos-^ful. There are more than 
thirty members of this class, and repre- 
sentatiTe studies are here reproduced. It 
is always hard for a girl to study art with 
any reasonable amount of enoouiagement 
from either her friends or relatiTes. It is 
this fact that hampers the girl worker all 
the time, and it is also this fact which 
makes the teacher of this cla^s feel strongly 
inclined ui swear at the po.-ition taken by 
those wlio :ire (■^l^e^t to tlic students. 

As a mutter ot fact, the woman studying 
art has more subtle and quicker perception 
of color than the man. 8he also suffers, 
despite the statement made by the "new 
woman," from a certain lack of phyucal 
strength; but the trouble with the girl art 
student is that her parents will not admit 
that art work is anything' more than an 
accomplishment. As a result, when she 
oo^t to be working she is besieged by 
visitors who think art a fad, and really 
make nuisances of themselvcr-. 

When the young man studies art it is 
admined jrenerally that he di.es so w^ith a 
i! - r • make it toe work of his life. He 
i-- :: .ikf liis living by it, whether as an 
illustrator or a painter. Nobody doubts 
his strong intent, but when it comes to the

girls, no matter bow much ability they 
may possess, the case is changed and no 
one, not even their mothers or fathers or 
sisters or brothers or cousins, will admit to 
the extent of offering any encouragement 
to the student that their work i-^ serious. 

There i< no douiit that ( alifuriiia has 
lost strong feminine artistic representation 
through this fact. Many girls whose work

prevented from doing serious work by the 
position taken bx their parent^. 

"It is discouraginir, as well toihe teacher 
as to the pupil," says Mr. Mathews, "to 
find that with strong ability, clever techni- 
cal knowledge and earnest purpose a 
•todent is sroiled because home or soeiai 
influences decline to recognize the fact 
that the girl is in earnest. The question 
of mixed life classes has been practically 
•ettled so far as San Francisco is concerned 
for soma time at least. From my stand-

point I see no necessity for a mixed life 
rlasf, and there a re conventionalities whlch, 
to wme extent, interfere. 

"The present classof girls is doing strong 
work, and what I most desire to have un- 
terstood is that they, the girls, should be 
iccorded eqiiai chances with the boys. 
Let the pirl work out her own artistic 
hiture just Eo far as she may be able. In 
tolor, and to a preat degree in what mii^ht 
•e called intuitive art sense, tne average 



girl student is ahead of the hoy. In form 
she is not «o eVfe i ■■. . . l>',t. cveryttiing con- 
sidered a!>.i i:.! : ,' , J ly o"{ physical 
strength ailni;;ii'.l. ii!.- nv.i life classes of 
the school are iairiv equal. 

In relative coniiiarisiiu of the individual 
merits of his pupils in the girls' life class, 
Mr. Mathews is consistently uncommuni- 
cative. The studies reproduced are repre- 
sentative. Mis? McCormick's head from a 
portrait is excellent. Miss McKarlane's 
typical life study is strong. Miss Lund- 
borg's study of a head is good. Miss 
Homen's .study shows feeling, while Miss 
Laura Adams' independent study is well 
handled. Misses Kalisher, Callahan, Moss- 
man and Rixford. with many others in the 
class, ]*romisc well. 

There is one tliinj; to be said about the 
girls' life class, and thai is that they, while 
a large class, snow strong individual work. 
There is little doubt that much is due to 
the fact that their master gives them 
plenty of latitude, and as a result their 
individuality conies out. No student in 
the class can claim that they have been 
limited by any of tlic personal technique 
of their master. So far as is possible each 
one is tau;,'ht to follow out her individual 
tendencies entirely irresjiective of any xiar- 
ticuiar line nf artion usually foUowea by 
the leacher. ' 

The sketches reproduced show this and

a.imitied tiiat tlioy are representative. 
The work of the class is earnest and strong 
and tlie only objection or complaint that 
ciuild be made is that the girls are not 
given a fair chance to show what they 
really mean to do in art. If casual visitors, 
who think it pleisant to drop in at the art 
school, would think for a moment that the 
work they are interrupting is not a fanci- 
ful fad but a deliberate repre sentation of 
earnest artistic purpose, they mif:ht con- 
clude not to interrupt the girls with their 
work. 

If parents would believe that whi'n tlieir 
dauiriiter.s are working hard it is heeau>e 
tlu-v are cuiivinced of tlieir own artistic 
amhition and ability, it is also likely that 
the young ladies would not be subjected to 
that faint i>raise which damns any ambi- 
tion that they may possess. 

Both teaeliers and pupils are agreed as to 
the earnest desire lor work, and with a 
class so strong as the girls' life class is 
tliere is no doubt that in the future it will 
be by all lovers of art in California 
seriously regretted that the young ladies 
were not honestly encouraged to show what 
they can do instead of being casually dis- 
cotiraged from earnest artistic purpose. 



KILLED BY A LIVE TO 



Death of a Horse and Injury 
OF the Driver of a 
Milk Wagon. 



Narrow Escape of Several Ped- 
estrians From a Simi- 
lar Fate. 



A horse was instantly killed and his 
driver rendered unconsciou.s by contact 
with a live electric wire at the intersection 
of Gonghand Market streets at 4 o'clock 
Wednesday monuhg last. 

John Peterson, a Ud about 16 years of 
age, was driving a milk wagon belonging 
to the Baden Farm Dairy, around the cor- 
ner mentioned, when his horse suddenly 
stumbled and fell. As the animal made no 
effort to rise Peterson jumped to the 
ground and seized the equine by the bridle, 
intending to a-sist it to i'. s feet. 

His hand iiad no .snoiier come in contact 
with the bit ring than he was thrown vio- 
lently to the ground and writhed about in 
apparent agony. Passers-bv hurried to 
hiS assistance. It was then found that the 
horse was dead, killeil bv a shock received 
by stepping on a teleplione wire, which, 
having been torn from the roofs of the ad- 
jacent houses by the high wind of the 
night before, had fallen across a live elec- 
tric wire and thence to the street, near the 
curb. 

Peter.snn came to liis seasvs in a few 
moments and r. puro d the acrident to 
Officer Clifford, who sent word to the Klec- 
tric-light Oompanv to remove the wire be- 
fore further trouble resulted. The officer 
has reason to thank his lucky star that he 
was not himself killed by contact with the 
wire. 

"I was passing the corner during the 
night," he said yesterday, "when some- 
thing struck me on the breast. I grasped 
it and found that it was an electric wire 
which had f.illcn from the roof above. I 
threw it up over the comer of an owning 
intending to have it attended to as soon u,s 
I could report. 

"The strange part of the matter is that I 
was not killed but I presume that the 
dangling strand had not as yet fallen on 
the electric light wire and become in- 
sulated. 

"It is strange that no human being was 
killed by the wire, for a large number of 

men pass that corner going to work, and 
they had already liccun to straggle along 
when the horse was killed." 

Some of the storekeepers in the neigh- 
borhood were reticent about the matter, 
the proprietor of the Junction Pharmacy, 
from whose establishment runs the wire 
wiiich caused the accident, professing to 
know nothing of the matter. Others .say 
tliat the wire certainly fell from the line 
running into the pharmacy, as they saw it 
dangling before the employes of the com- 
pany had again put it in place. 

Patrick H. McVey, proprietor of the 
Baden Farm Dairy, is trying to tnid out on 
whom the responsibility of the loose wire 
rests, and wilt institute a suit for damages 
for the loss of his horse. Peterson, fije 
, driver, was confined to his room yesterday, 
bnt is not badly injured.

Scheel Thinks a Conservatory 
Is Impossible in San 
Francisco. 



WE HAVE NO GRAND OPERA. 



The Philharmonic Rehearse for 
THE First Time in the 
New School. 



Scheel's new conservatory has received 
its musical baptism, or in other words its 

walls have resounded for the hrst time 
with the strains of violins and bass viols, 
clarionets, trombones and ail the other in- 
struments that make up an orchestra. The 
people in the neighborhood of HIS Sutter 
street know now by oral demonstration 
that they have a conservatory in their very 
midst and they rejoice accordingly. 

It was the Philharmonic Society that 
christened the place. Scheel asked the or- 
chestra to assemble there on Wednesday 
night for the weekly practice, and the de- 
ligbt of the members at all they saw was 
bouiKlless. After mounting the long flight 
of steps that Icadd to 1118 Gutter street 
they were ushered into a wide hall, painted 
white ana carpeted with crimson. A flight 
of stairs to match was found to lead to a 
number of classrooms and to the reception 
parlor. But the Philharmonic Society had 
not come to be receiveil, as the formal 
oiieuing is not yet, so thev followed 
their leader into the concert hall, which 
was the part of the building that made 
them say they felt as much at home as if 
they hail practiced there all their lives. 

It consists of two large rooms thrown 
into one, and as the hall is carpeted with 
striped matting that adds preaily to its ap- 
pearance of length and is ad orned with 
mirrors tnat make it seem very wide some 
of the members began to think at once 
what delightful chamber concerts could 
be eiven there. Everj-thing was in readi- 
ness to rehearse for them, too. The drums 
and buss viols were arranged in their 
places, the music was on the stands and a 
large i>icture of Beethoven th.it com- 
manded a view of the whole proceedings 
seemed to smile encouragingly upon the 
scene. AVithout more ado the members 
took their seats, seized their instruments 
and after a preliminary tuning plunged 
with ardor into the rehearsal. And thus 
it was that the oldest orchestral organiza- 
tion in San Francisco gave its musical 
baptism to the infant conservatory. 

Yesterday morning Scheel was found in 
his sanctum at 1118 Sutter street filling 
largo thects of foolscap paper with his 
ideas of music in San Franci.'<co. "A con- 
servatory," he said, laying down his pen 
reluctantly, "well, tlie fact is I am not 
going to open a conservatory." 

"And what is this?" was asked. 

"Well, I have not quite decided," rc- 

Flied the director thoughtfully. "Perhaps 
shall call it a musical institute or a 
scientific school of music. It wonld be ab- 
surd to call it a conservatory, because that 
means a place where something is pre- 
served. Kow, as there is no music in San 
P'rancisco, how can one possibly preserve 
what does not exist ?" 

Having propounded this lellingquestion, 
the conductor went on Kj explain that he 
was not alhi'iing to "Ta-ra-ra-boom-de-ay " 
aiui oiher !;i ms of vaudeville, but to ster- 
liuL' classic music. 

"Milan, Leipsic, Paris and the other 
great conservatories are built to preserve 
the popular love of classical music— they 
are not built to create it, for it exists there 
already. What causes it to exist ? There 
is only one thing — splendid performances 
of grand opera. The washerwoman will 
go to the gallery of the opera-house on a 
cheap night, and the next morning you 
may hear her singing an air by Mozart or 
Gounod at her washtub. Yes, it is grand 
opera that makes good music i>i.j,:ilar 
witli all clas.ses. Grand ojiera well ^uni:, 
remember, for if it is howled and shrieked 
out, as if bears and lions were taking the 
parts, it will never cultivate a popular love 
for the classics." And the conductor, put- 
ting his hands to his ears, intimated that 
that was the only attitude in which he had 
Ijeen able to hear some recent performances 
of grand opera here. 
"The singing was a menagerie," he said. 
Whcnasked wheiiier i nnsidered classi- 
cal music could be popularized by niea/is 
of symphony concerts, Scheel shook his 
head and intimated that as far as the gen- 
eral public is concerned, that is beginning 
at the wrong end. "People who are indif- 
ferent about classical music will not go to 
symphony concerts, but they can be won 
to appreciate tli'' elassies graduallv by 
means of good ojiera. When San J'ran- 
cisco has re(;ular operatic performances of 
the best kind, then there will be time 
enough to talk of a conservatorv," and 
having annunciated this scathing proposi- 
tion, the conductor further intimated that 
in order to take one step toward this end, 
lo- was going to organize operatic classes 
for the study of choruses csperially. 

"And is it true that vou will londuct , 
operas for Gottlieb and F'riedlandcr at the I 
Stoekwell Theater in .Vnril?" was asked. 

.\t this question the conductor fairlv 
bounded in his chair, then he looked ap- 
pealingly at the pictures of Rubinstein 
and Hans von Balow.hangingon the walls, 
as if asking them for sympathv, and, giv- 
ing a groan, rejilied : "Do you tiiiuk I can 
put raw students in a hot oven and bake 
them into opera singers in a month?" 

After it had beeii soothingly explained 
that the proiKised opera at Btockwelrs bad 
no connection with his opera class Scheel 
said: "Yes, a season at StiKkwell's with 
good artists has been tal ked of, but noth- 
ing- is settlf il yet." Then, giving a sigh of 
relief, he added: "I thought at first f was 
expected to manufacture an opera com- 
pany out of raw material in a month. You 
do everything on the rush Hfere." 

Then Herr Scheel took up his pen, and, 
dipping it in the ink, added a few more 
opinions upon music in San Francisco, as 
it is and as it ought to be, to the pages of 
manuscript, all of which he is going to 
have published in his prospectus. The 
Herr conductor is hurrying on with the 
work, as he intends to open his school on 
or abont the 1st of April.

Among expert ornithologists the belief 

is general that eye has never seen nor ear 
ever heard of a seagul! that was not eating 
or energetically iuvitiug liimsclfto parti- 
cipate in a bountiful repast, as the bucolic 
correspondent always Writes np a meal for 
the rural weekly. 

It is quite true that the gull has been 
seen standing on the end of a pile or the 
ridgepole of a warehouse wrapped in 
thought, but that thought is along tiie line 
which nature and choice have marked out 
for him, and it leads to the performance 
which the country scribe alluded to in the 
preceding jiaragrapb describes so rurally. 
The dominant feature of this bird is his 



dearment. So strong is this feeling and so 
apparent is it to him that he adopts a gen- 
eral peculiarity of the species whose com- 
panionship he" seeks and presumes upon 
the familiarity with which he is 
treated. A seagull standing on the yard- 
arm will look contemptuously down 
on the laborious longshoreman bucking a 
trnck of lumber over the uneven wharf- 
planking, and even the string of inter- 
uictedlanguageconsequent upon the plunge 
of a sharp sliver into some portion of the 
man's anatomy, coming up to his perch, 
stirs no passing interest in his mind. The 
pretty presiding spirit of that bit of marine 
esthcticism— the yacht— may hang over 
the gilded rail aii indifferent spectacle to 
him, until she throws him a biscuit, and 
that edible disk totally eclipses the beauty 
ot the giver. The:i his startling peculiar- 
ity asserts itself and he is the true cormo- 
rant of the feathered world.

And 
those who contemplate following liti r^lly 
that m!iiin<-r of dispensing charity sliouM 
prepare for an emergency in the shape of 
this tireless gleaner of tlie waves. In fact, 
alms-giving by water, with this keen- 
sighted and ubiquitous bird of eternal ap- 
petite in that qu|irter of the globe, is im- 

Sracticable, unsystematic and unsafe. Bet- 
!r let the shore-going bakery wagon sup- 
ply needy hnmamty with the loaves, if not 
the fishes. 

And yet, while everlastingly intent upon 
harvesting to the ultimate crumb the land 
and sea, there are intervals of inhnitesimal 
brevity when the gtill is not foraging 
directly for meal tickets. One of tnese 
periods is when he is satisfying his curi- 
osity. He is always frying ib satisfy some- 
thing that is gnawing his vitals, .and his 
inauisitiveness, like his alimentivenoss, 
burdens him always. He will warp him- 
self alongside of a floating cocoanut husk 
with frenzied energy, notwithstanding he 
has investigated the castaway many times.

TWOIENMTBTABLAST 

Powder That at First Failed 
TO Explode Causes ak 
Accident. 



Jerry Sullivan and Joseph Ryan 
Are in the County 
Hospital. 



Jerry Sullivan and Joseph Ryan, two 
laborers in the employ of John Kelso, the 
contractor, were badly injured through 
their own carelessness or that of a blast 
foreman at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The contractor was given permission by 
the Board of Supervisors some time ago to 
assist in the work of grading Hancock 
street, between Church and Sanchez, by 
the use ot blasts, and for some time past 
heavy charges of dynamite and blasting 
powder have been exploded at that point 
several times during the day. 

It has been the custom of the blasters to 
fire a charge each evening just as the men 
were (quitting work and leave the job of 
cleaning up the debris resulting until the 
next luorniug. 

This course was followed on Wednesday 
evening, and yesterday morning Sullivan 
and Ryan were instructed to inspect the 
work of the blast and loosen np any masses 
of rock which might still he hanging to the 
bank. Tncy went to work with picks and 
had not been digging for more than a few 
moments when an explosion startled the 
other workmen, and the two men were 
seen lying on the ground near the scene 
of the blast of the night before. 

Investigation showed that a portion of 
the blast had failed to explode on Wednes- 
day evening, and the men in digging had 
struck some of the buried explosives, with 
the result mentioned. Both were found to 
be badly injured and were taken to the 
Gity and County Hospital to have their 
wounds dressed. 

Sullivan appears to have received the 
full shock of the explosion, for his tace was 
badly cuk and bruised by the flying rocks 
and it is thought that his eyesight will be 
destroyed. Rvan was not so badly injured, 
though he will be confined to his bed for 
some time to come. 

1 1 is believed that the blasters were to 
blame for the accident in not placing the 
powder ad that the electric spark, which is 
used to ignite the explosion, would let it 
all off at once, though tne workmen should 
have known from the appearance of the 
ground that the entire charge had not ex- 
ploded.

HE Wants to recover Nearly 
$140,000 From Louis 
Sloss. 



RESULT OF A STOCK DEAL 



A Too Keen Struggle for Valiv* 
ABLE x^sEs .Causes Liti- 
gation. 



The case of Wasserman against Sloss has 
come to trial at last. It opened yesterday 
before Jndge Trontt, with the reading at 
the pleadings In the case and the testi- 
mony given in the East by David Selig- 
man, a brother-in-law to Wasserman, as to 
what had occurred at the interview which 
led to the transfer of 400 shares of Wasser- 
nian's stock in the Alaska Commercial 
Company to Sloss. Tpon this transferand 
its results the suit now on trial is based. 

Nearly $140,000 is the valae of the conten- 
tion now pending between the mcrchantf, 
most of the sum representing dividends 
upon the stock transferred. The cause of 
thetronble dates back to May, 1888. At 
that time the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany was carrying on active negotiations 
with the United States and the Russian 
governments, with a view to securing 
leases to take seals in the Bering Sea in 
waters controlled by both America and 
Russia. The plan was to form a new com- 
pany when the new leases had been se- 
cured, allowing the old company to dia 
with the expiration of the old leases. 

To the more easilv secure the basis for 
the new company, Mr. Rloss, the defend- 
ant in the jiresent action, suggested that 
each member of the company donate 400 
shares of stock toward the formation of tha 
new company, snch stock to be used by 
him as he thought best in his negotiations 
at Washington. It was at first suggested 
that he draw upon the stock as he wanted 
it, but it was afterward thought best to 
assign each ioo shares shaolntoly to him 
for convenience sake. 

Wasserman was not quite willing to go 
to this length, but he was shown a tew- 
gram in which John Livingston, another 
stockholder, exjiressed 3 willingness to 
donate the shares asked, and so ne finally 
agreed to the matter. 

The transfer was msde in the form of a 
sale. Wasserman was given Sloss' note for 
?a2,000, or at the rate of $S0 a share, and 
the stock was placed in Sloss' name. 
Wasserman declares that the stock was to 
be reconveyed to him if the negotiations 
proved unsuccessful. Sloss claims that it 
was an actual sale, and from this has arisen 
the suit, for the leases were never secured. 

Wasserman's suit is for the dividends 
which Sloss has collected upon the stock, 
amounting to $170,000, less the amount of 
Sloss' note for $32,000, made in payment of 
the stock. He also claims the value of the 
stock, or its transfer to him, upon a return 
of Sloss' note. To all of these facts the 
testimony of David .Scligman is applied, for 
he has been intimately acquainted with the 
course taken by his brother-in-law in the 
matter, and was present at several of the 
interviews at which the transfer was ar- 
ranged. 

Qiiite a little stir was created in the case 
when it came up yesterday mornin.g, for 
no one could find the amended answer 
filed the defendant to the plaintifi's 
complaint. Court was adjourned from II 
o'clock until 2 to allow a search, and it 
was agreed to hie a copy if the original 
could not be found. This was done, as 
when court opened again the (Mriginal was 
still unaccoimted for.

This road, it is certain, 
will start other roads, deprive tbe East of 
its artificial privileges in our field, and 
give home energy, home enterprise, home 
brains and home money a fair chance to 
do California's work and get tbeii ]ast re- 
ward."

The adilre-ses delivered and papers read 
at the Manufacturers' Convention are 
worthy of something more than the i a-:al 
reading generally given to newspaper 
reports. They not only embody fiicts and 
statistics peculiarly interesting at this 
time by reason of the light they throw 
upon the existing condition of our in- 
dustries, but many of them also give ex- 
pre.- ioii to those fundamental truths of 
trade and industry flial aro important at 
all times and should be thorou^'hly under- 
stood by every community. These truths 
are essentially the same as tliuse whieh 
underlie the great National |>oIicy of pro- 
tection and reciprocity. To make tbe 
.Sation great we protect the Nation's in- 
dustries, and to promote prosperity at 
home we should promote home industries, 
liusiness and patriotism unite at this 
point. It is .-Vmeriea airiiinst the world in 
industry as in war. We must stand for 
our Sister States in opposition to foreign 
nations; and among the sisterhood, for us 
at any rate, California must be first. 

It is to the interest of all Califomians to 
promote the industries of California. We 
should make a market for local goods and 
manufacture the goods to supply the mar- 
ket. No citizen should ijuy any foreign ar- 
ticle that competes with American prod- 
ucts, nor any Kastern article that competes 
with California products. This is not 
merely a philosophy to be preached, but a 
code to be practiced. For thirteen years 
the proprietor of the Cau. has been a por- 
cbaser of news paper, and during all that 
time has never given a contract to an East- 
em paiper-mtU, nor ever used Eastern-made 
paper save at one brief interval, when the 
Pacific Coast mills were unaljle to su|ijily 
the demand. To help home industry there- 
fore is not only our principle, but our ha- 
bitual practice. It should be the same 
everywhere. It is a shame to import paper 
across the continent when our own mills 
could supply as good papte at as cheap a 
price if only they found a sufficient pat- 
ronage to be run at their full capacity. 

California first. Th.it should be the 
motto of every household in the State. 
Home prosperity and home industry can 
never be separated. The American people 
have in the last two years learned by bit- 
ter experience the value of protection. Free- 
traders are very few in these days and 
the protectionists are more numerous than 
ever. It is beginning to be understood 
that we should carry protection to its logi- 
cal conclusion and build a tariff wall 
around the Union that would shut out 
foreign goods altogether, provision being 
made ijy reciprocity treaties for trade with 
countries that produce articles we cannot 
produce at liome. With such a tariS, the 
industry of the Nation would be prosper- 
ous and the wages of workingmen ' secure. 
The next step then would be for each lo- 
cality to foster its own industry and make 
a market for its own goods. That is the 
true industrial system. It is the one that 
we should follow. Protection for all the 
States, and patronage for California first. 



AH OBJECT LESSON. 



The history of the construction and op- 
eration of tbe Sonth Pacific Coast Bailroad 
prior to the year 1887 and of its transfer 

and subsequent manipulation furnishes an 
instructive object lesson to those who are 
interested in the subject of competing rail- 
roads. 

The work of building the South Pacific 
Coast Kailroad was begun in l^l'j by a cor- 
poration controlled by a directorate of men 
who were independent of the Si 'illii-m Pa- 
cific Company and who furnished hnances 
for the first work on the road. Between 
1876 and 1886 the labor of oonstruction 
went on until it was practically completed 
in the latter year. 

Purine this period of Construction and 
Opel a;:.'.'! tiic oiiicers of the corporation 
rendered annual reports, at first to the 
Commissioners of Transportation, and 
later to the Railroad Commission, as to the 
cost of the road and of its equipment, and 
as to the earnings from its operation while 
the work of oonstroction proceeded. These 
o&i^ial reports are exact and lucid. They 
disclose simply and truthfully what this 
railroad cost and earned during tbe decade 
of its construction and ojieration as a com- 
I>eting road through one of the most popu- 
lous and productive portions of the State. 

Let us examine briefly tiiese ligures, 
drawn from tljeir oflicial sources, as ttie 
l.isl chapter of our object lesson. 'J'tie 
biennial report of the Commissioner of 
Transportation for the year 1877 shows 
that the Sonth Faeific Coast Raihroad Com- 
pany had constructed its line from Dum- 
barton Point across the Santa Clara Valley 
to Los Gatos, a distance of nearly thirty 
miles. The cost of thi5 i>ort ion of the road 
was $027,620. The co.^t of its e(iuipment 
was $SO,S!W, making the total outlay requi- 
site to prepare the road for operation 
$708,500, or $23,650 per mile. 

With the construction of this radroad 
through the Santa Clara Valley, and with 
its opening to operation in the year 1877, 
an era of active, earnest competition for 
tbe transportation of the people and prod- 
ucts of that section of the State began, and 
thereafter continued for tbe next ten 
years. During that period the South Pa- 
cific Coast Railroad was completed, and 
including certain small leased lines, ii ex- 
tended from San Francisco to Santa Cruz, 
with branches to New Almadcu and 
Houlder. In all it had about lOO miles of 
track. The report of the officers of the 
road to the Railroad Commission adds the 
second chapter to our abject lesson. 

It shows that the total cost of construc- 
tion and equipments of llie South I'acilic 
Coast Railroad was 5ii;,!»u9,441 2,'), and that 
there was a net oiitctanding indebtedness 
of $1,945,M» 44. it further disclosed that 
the railroad during the period of its opera- 
tion had earned in net profits $1,603,441 81 
for its owners, and hence that the road in 
the midst of the difficulties attending its 
construction, and under the fire of an active 
and bitter competition, had been a most 
profitable venture for its projectors. 

During the year l.'^"? .lames (.1. Fair 
gained control of the .South Pacific Coast 
Kailroad Company and soon opened nego- 
tiations for its sale to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. As a result the road 
was transferred to the latter corporation 
f o r the purchase price of $S,500,000 in bonds, 
upon which 4 per cent interest pjr annum 
was guaranteed. The ;orporation was 
straightway reorganized orratherjras super- 
seded by a new corporation. The report of 
this new corjioration to the Railroad Com- 
mission supplies the third and last chapter 
to this object lesson before its moral is ap- 
plied. It then appeared that, while the cap- 
ital stock of the old corporation was fljOOO,- 
000, the capital stock of the new oneSras 
$6,000,000; that the debt against the road 
was increased from $2,000,000 to $5,,500,000, 
which was tbe amount of the Fair bonds, 
and upon wliich there accrued annually 
interest amounting to $220,000. This 
interest has h>—ii rcgul.Trly paid out of the 
earnings of the road. Since 18S7 the South 
Pacific Coast Bailioad Company has been 
part of the system of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and has been operated under a 
lease to that corporation by which the net 
income from the operation of the road is 
applied to Ihe payment of the interest on 
its bonds, with possibly a modicum of 
profit to the lessei;. 

What moral may be drawn from ihese 



chapters of this object lesson and applied 
to the conditions and projects of the pres- 
enttinie? This is the moral and the logic 
of it which we submit to candid minds. 
If almost twenty years ago a competing 
railroad could be constructed into and 
across the iieart of the Santa Clara Valley 
at a cost of about $23,000 per mile, and 
could there be operated for ten continuous 
years with such success as to earn 
$1,|J(X),000 for its projectors from its traffic 
in ttie teeth of constant competition, and 
could further, during the same period, in- 
< reuse its value to more than double its 
cost, and is to-day paying interest on 
If-^.'jOo.OHi at -1 per cent. v.i:ich is mure tlian 
10 iier cent per annum on the original cost 
of the road, does not the prospect of a 
competing railroad into the same section, 
which has in the mean time more than 
doubled in population and more than 
quadrupled In wealth and in annual 
production, hold out as sure and 
as practical a promise of success 
to its investors as dia the South Pacific 
Coast Railroad to its projectors nearly 
twenty years ago? And further, does not 
the same logic apply to the San Joaquin, 
and is not a like promise and prophecy 
shouted oat from all the great valleys of 
California which are clamoring for com- 
peting railroads t 

A TiMELT Hnrr. 

One of the ino-t important suggestions 
that lias been made at tbe Manufacturers' 
Convention was that by George W. Dickie. 
After showing the prominence of San Fran- 
cisco's maritime interests and her great 
achievements in ship-building, Mr. Dickie 
vigorously assailed our policy of taxing our 
sliii'S so heavily and j'ointed o ut the fact 
that these vessels have to come in com))e- 
tition with those which have no such bur- 
dens to bear. Here is the most startling 
part of his arraignment: 

I made some figures the other day for a San 
Francisco house of the cost of a .special steamer 
for service on this coast. Tiie cost was, say 
i?tiO,<K)0. I was then asked to give the monthly 
cost of running this ves.'el in this Hiale. In 
this case the State, city and county taxes just 
equaled tbe captain's pay, and it further 
shun ed that Uour clients Ehonld have their New 
York agent get a ship built there, register her 
in the New York Custom-house, the annual 
expenses saved in taxes would enable the 
owner to ijivu the preference to an Eastern 
builder of ?;20,000. This is the legislative en- 
couragement we get for home industry. 

Mr. Dickie deserves all credit for calling 
the attention of so intelligent and public- 
spirited a body men to this important 
subject. Instead of doing all in our power 
to enconrage so valuable an industry, we 
have been doing everything possible to 
hamper it The geographical position of 
San Francisco with regard to ocean com- 
merce clearly Indicates the tremendous im- 
portance which a reasonable encourage- 
ment of this element of our commercial 
prosjierity miizlit be made to assume, and 
in addition to that we have an ideal har- 
bor and an unlimited natural supply of 
much of the most important material en- 
tering into the construction of vessels; 
with regard to material which we have to 
bring hither from a distance we have 
thoroughly efficient plants with which to 
briiiL' it to the perfected form for use. Tho 
t:reat ship-building plants which we have 
^ive employment to thousands of opera- 
tives and liave Ion:.' ago demonstrated their 
ability to compete with the leading ship- 
yards of the world in the production of 
hrst-class vessels of all kinds. These are 
supplemented by numerous small plants, 
which line the bay at intervals from Ala- 
meda to Benicia and which are needed 
to turn out the smaller craft, which ii 
would hardly be practicable to have built 
on the Atlantic Coast and brought hither 
round the Horn. 

The amount of capital invested and 
the number of men employed are already 
surprisingly large and these give further 
employment to many others remotely con- 
nected with the industry. That this in- 
dustry, vital in so many ways, should be 
fostered is a self-evident fact. 



THE PHILBIOOK BILL. 

An act has succeeded in passing both 
branches of the Legislature and is now in 
the hands of the Governor which provides 
th^t "no person shall be deprived of tbe 
right to practice as attorney or counselor 
in any court of this State because of words 
spoken or written by him in the argument 
of any cause iionding in any court, unless 
for such words he shall have been tried by 
jury and convicted of criminal libel pur- 
suant to the j>rovisions of the Penal Code 
of the State of California." It is known as 
the "Fhilbrook" bill, because that is the 
name of its reputed author, and also be- 
cause it provides for his restoration to the 
list of licensed attorneys, despite his recent 
disbarment by the Supreme Court. 

Without any reference whatever to the 
authorship of tbe bill or to the clause 
which would remove its author's disabili- 
ties, it is evidently a blunder of legislation 
in its present form. The glaring and gap- 
ing defect in the measure is this: That it 
forbids the disbarment of an attorney for 
any words whatever spoken in court. It 
will l>e noticed that it is only after a trial 
and conviction of criminal liliel that an 
attorney, by fhe provisions of this bill, can 
he di8barre<l. Hut there is no such thing 
as a trial or a conviction for ipvkrn iiui Js, 
for the reason that such words are not 
libel at all, but are merely slander, and 
slander, however atrocious, has not been 
made a crime. It will be seen at once 
that this defect is all-sufficient to work 
the undoing of the Philbrook bill. 

There is, however, a kernel of reason and 
justice within this measure which should 
survive ami be given form and force in later 
Icgislai ion. The i<ower of .ludges to visit the 
penalty and dishonor of disbarment tipon 
attorneys or any i.unishnient of like se- 
verity upon laymen for contempt of court 
.should be limited to cases where a jury has 
pronounced the alleged offense to be a 
crime. No Jndge should be permitted by 
law to occupy the place simultaneously of 
complainant, court and executioner. 
There is only one exception to this rule of 
justice, and for that the law already pro- 
vides. Tbe exception is wliere the oriier 
and proceedings of a court are being inter- 
fered with or its dignity is being violated 
by an express contempt. Under such cir- 
cumstances a oourt should be enabled to 
compel order and to maintain its dignity 
by im mediate action, imposing a moderate 
tine or even a brief imprisonment upon the 
otftnder. It is necessary for courts to 
jiossess this limited power for self-defense. 
But when .liulges claim the right to go 
beyond this limit and to arrai-n citizens 
by summary^ processes and jiuiiisb them 
With severe penalties for offenses against 
themselves, the right of trial before an 
American jury should be guaranteed to the 
alleged offender. 

This is justice. This is consistent with 
our principles and canons of liberty. This 
should be law. The right of trial by jury 
should apply to contempt proceedings as 
it already applies to every other cause 
involving the liberty of a citizen.

Such artistic modesty is rare, despite 
the whimsical idea of a German writer, that 
Herr Burmester purposely fixed upon this 
northern height for so lengthy a residence 
because the intense cold necessitated a prac- 
tice of ten honrs a day in order to keep the 
fingers warm. At any rate, Herr Burmester 
has since won a name as an executant of very 
remarkable powers.

The Equinoctial Storm Idea Is 
Like the Goose-Breast 
Story. 



Mr. Hammon Tells Why It Was 
Not "Fair and Warmer" as 
He Predicted. 



Yeslcrrlay's rainstorm, given energy by 
a good iiiu-liorsepower wind that would 
keep up with the overland mail train, was 
tlie spring equinoctial storm. The sun 
crossed the line. For some time now, if 
the plane of the earth's orbit, and- the 
ecliptic and a few other Of those things, 
work us ther have done for seyeral eeons, 
the refulgent orb of day will spend its time 
north of the equator. 

Thi.-^ thini; of cros.sing the line has long 
been ceielirated by man in a variety of 
ways, and there has been for ages an abid- 
ing belief that when the sun accomplished 
the same feat twice a year ■nature cele- 
brated it by getting up, all over the two 
temperate zones, disturbances that bare 
been called equinoctial storms. The "equi- 
noctial fury" of March and September ;,-:'.!es 
has for centuries been celebrated Ivy the 
makers of the ballads and slurie^i,? tiie 
sea, and the most enlitilitened, evcry-day 
people have up to the v>reEent day made 
sage observations about the to-be-expected- 
ness of storms occurrini^ about the 21st 
day of March and Jreptember. In fact if 
the storm comes two or three days before 
or after that time the average weather- 
wise man observes that that must be the 
equinoctial storm and that it is a little late 
or early. 

lint in making up his reports and pre- 
dieiious yesterday Mr. Hairitiion, the oili- 
cial weather man, didn't pay any more 
attention to the astronomical happenings 
than he did to the warnines of astrology 
or the condition of the oreasfbones of 
geese. According to Mr. Hammon equi- 
noctial storms have been relesated to the 
plane of scientiiic contempt occupied by 
the goose-breast and ground-hog stories. 
He says that there is no such thing as an 
equinoctial storm, and thus another idol is 
shattered. Jle says that meteorologists do 
not and never have recognized "equinoc- 
tial" storms, but that the popular belief has 
led iiive-tigators to eive some special atten- 
tion to refuting tbe theory. Some time ago 
U. A. Hazen, not the Qeneral Hazen who 
was once at the head of the weather serv- 
ice, but a well-known professor connected 
with the service in Washington, wrote a 
paper giving the results of several years' 
ob-^ierN at ii 'ri>; of March and September 
storms in various regions of the temperate 
zone, lie .slniw ed that durin" a long scries 
of years the Mnriii^ on the 5oth, 21st and 
22cl of tlio.ie moiuiis -.vere, on the average, 
no more frequent or severe than the storms 
of any other three-day period in those 
months. He made a similar ten-day 
showing for those months. Other scientific 
articles of like tenor have appeared in the 
meteorological journals. 'The scieiiiitic 
<lii tiini is that if it storms on or about the 
21bt of March or September it is bei ause 
there is a "low" getting in its work in the 
neighborhood. 

"I don't know how the fiction of 
6(1 u i iicr t i a I f t o nil s got into people' s head s, " 
said Mr. Hammon "unless ttwas the result 
of the ola idea of )>lanetary influence on 
the weather, coupled with a vague knowl- 
edge of the earth's shifting its axis in its 
n lation to the sun. The months of March 
and September are subject to frequent 
chanycs of Jemperature in the tem- . 
pcrate zones, and Hence to frequent storms 
because the degree of heat received from 
the sun is undergoing its most marked 
change. But storms axe not to be antici- 
patedon a special day. and the mere posi- 
tion of the, sun in relation to an imaginary 
line has no effect on the weather. 

"In this region, as elsewhere, the rate of 
storm movement in March is more rapid, 
but still there arc not so many changes on 
the Pacilic Coast as in the i-jast." 

The storm that stormed yesterday was 
the same old storm, and it fixWed Mr. 
Hammon beautifully. He liad predicted 
fair weatlier for yesterday, and he had to 
endure tbe chagrin of carrying an umbKlla 
from morning till night. Btit then it was 
the first mistake he had made for some 
time, and then a weather prophet ougiit to 
be let off in March because that montli is 
very frisky. 

This t'torm came in from the ocean to 
the Puget Sound region several days ago. 
It had to lni>ile lO get the rain here on St. 
Patrick's day , hut it succeeded. The area 
of low barometer has stayed around I'uget 
Sound ever since, keeping San Francisco 
at its southern edge. AH this time a 
"high has been occupying Southern Cali- 
fornia and crowding northward. Night 
before last everything imlicated that San 
Francisco and vicinity would he captured 
by the western end of the high yesterday 
and hence enjoy nice weather, but during 
the March night the brooding "low" chased 
the high back a few miles south of the 
fiolden Gate and gave us rain all day long. 
To-day is apt to be showery but not as had 
as yesterday, Mr. Hammon say.s. 

'I he March weather this year was much 
finer than usual up to the 15th inst. Since 
then it has been more like itself. 



it is possible that Joaquin Miller, the 
Poet of {he Sierras, will arrive in San 
Francisco by the next steamer from Hono- 
lulu a,^ a ticket-of-leave man from Hawaii 
with instructions not to return until he 
has learned how to write newspai)er cor- 
respondence in accord with the spirit of 
the powers that be. 

Mr. Miller was received with open 
arms by President Dole and his political 
household last December and thereupon 
the poet wrote some letters to several 
newspapers, in which he extolled the 
young republic and its rulers and the arti- 
cles just bubbled over with pleasant and 
pretty sentences, such as Mr. Miller knows 
.so well how to indite. Now, however, it is 
stated that Mr. Dole and his government 
colleagues are more than ready to open 
their arms and throw the poet out of Ha- 
waii, bag and baggage, sonnets and all, 
without saying, "By your leave, sir." 

And it is,<tll due to the faft that the poet 
has written too much and has talked too 
freelv of what he has written. 

C.\V. Ashford, c.x-.^ttorncy-Geiieral of 
Hawaii, exile and e.x-leuder ef the legal 
profession in Honolulu, who is now a 
guest at the Lick House, related the cir- 
cumstances of Joaquin Miller's favor and 
disfavor with the Dole Government last 
night. 

"I became very intimate with Mr. Miller 
before and after the alleged insurrection of 
.lanuary H, " s^id Mr. Ashford, ' and he 
told uie all aViout the (luoer evperienees he 
had met while in JIuiioliilu just liefore I 
sailed away on the Arawa. My own ob- 
servations corroborated all he said. 

"It is my belief that Mr. Miller will come 
back to America by the next steamer, with 
injunctions not to visit Hawaii again ex- 
cept under certain conditions. For several 
weeks previous to the sailing of the .\rawa 
Mr. Miller was watclieil by spies uf the 
Government, his footstep* were dogged by 
detectives and his cottage at the base of 
Puujiui (Big Hill) was constantly under 
the surveillance of the Government police. 
The poet soon became aware of the fact 
that he was constantly kept under guard, 
and he explained to me the reason for it. 
He told me that when he first landed in 
Hawaii he was deceived. 'I thought,' he 
said, 'that I had come into a young and 
struggling republic. While laboring under 
that iniiTcssion I wrote a lot of articles for 
Aiueriv an newspapers, in which I lauded 
the efforts of the provisionals and praised 
them for their patriotism. But I was very 
soon undeceived. I found that the so- 
called republic was nothing but a scurvy 
oligarcliy — a species of tyranny carried on 
by false pretense and under a false name.' 

"Mr. Miller then told me," continued 
Mr. Ashford, "that he had spoken his 
mind very clearly and emphatically to Mr. 
Dole and Mrs. I)ole. with whom he had 
established an intimate friendship. This 
friendship had its beginning on the day 
of the attempted revolution, when Mr. 
Miller shouldered a gun and joined the 
i Government forces in their march against 
j the enemy which could not be found. The 
I friendship had its ending for good and all 
' a siiort time tiiereafter when Mr. Miller's 
eyes were opened to the truth, and he told 
Mr. Hole and his colleagues that they were 
a set of tyrants over uii inoffensive and 
helpless people. That very day tlie poet 
found that he was watched by spies on all 
sides. Mounted policemen were sent out 
to his cottage, two miles from the city, 
and paraded in front of his garden gate 
day and jiight. One day when I 
went out to call on Mr. Miller 
I found a dismounted policeman in front 
of the garden grazing his lior?e. When I 
a-^ked him what he was doing there he re- 
plied that he was holding down his regu- 
lar beat and keeping his eyes on the poet's 
home. But notwithstanding these signs 
of evident disfavor Mr. Miller continued 
to visit Mr. and Mrs. Dole every Sunday. 
But he had broken friendship with all tlie 
other liepubiicans because one day when 
he had spoken his mind rather freely he 
had been threatened with arrest and con- 
hnement in jail if he did not keep his 
mouth shtit. 

"On the Sunday before the Arawa sailed 
for San Francisco I met Mr. Miller. He 
was just returning from a visit to Mr. Dole. 
He remarked that he and the President 
had not parted as friendly as usual, be- 
cause he had read to Mr. Dole some letters 
which he intended to send to .Vmerica bv 
the Arawa. Mr. Miller then read to me 
some of those letters, and I must say they 
were scorchers — red-hot arraignments of 
the Provisional Government and an em- 
phatic denial of what he had previously 
written while under misai'iirelieii.siou of 
the true state of affairs, accuinpanied by 
apologies therefor. .\fur reading these 
letters to me Mr. Miller said: 

" 'I want you to do me a favor. I can- 
not trust this correspondence in the hands 
of the postal authorities of this Govern- 
iiient. liecause I know my mail has already 
been tampered with. Yon are going away 
on the next steamer, the Arawa? Well, I 
want you to take a packet of letteirs— these 
and a few more that I wish to add— and 
see that tiiey are safely landed in America. 
Will you do it?' 
"I promised to do as he desired. 
" 'Very good,' he said. 'I shall be at the 
dock just before tbe steamer leaves and 
will give you the packet.' 

"But he did not come. The Arawa came 
and dockeil and took on passengers and 
cargo, but Mr. Jliller did not appear. 
Tlic vessel sailed, but it carried no cor- 
respondence from tbe poet of the Sierras. 
Among the articles which he was most 
anxious to have printed was an account of 
his visit to the jail where the political 
prisoners were confined and which he had 
incautiously read to Mr. Dole. It is my 
opinion that Mr. Miller and his letters 
were kept away from the steamer by 
Government force.' '

An opportunity was given yesterday to 
the numbers of the Manufacturers' Con- 
vention to tear themselves away from the 
routine work of the convention and have a 
few hours of enjoyment.

Iron Works, had extended un invitation to 
the delegates to make a trip around ihe 
bay in the Spreckels •tug Fearlta. 



lalxirtlement wanted to know just what 
was meant. He made a motion that, the 
w ord "producers" be stricken out and in 
its place be substituted, "representatives 
of organized labor." 

Oscar I.ewfa said that he was «nrpri.so<l 
that such a discussion could ari.se. He 
imdcrstooil that the object of the conven- 
tion was lu uiutc the ]iroducrrs of the 
State. There should be no quibbling. The 
labor organizations had Ix'en invited to 
send representatives to the coiiveution, 
and they were welcome. He hoped tliey 
would continue to remain. It was not "a 
question of union or non-union men. 
They were all producers. [Applause.] 

Delegate Dundon spoke m the same 
vein. He believed in followinp; the inter- 
ests of tlie working pcuplc. If tlicy are 
not prosperous the community could" not 
hope to be. 

After some further discussion the 
amendment proposed bv Mr. Fumseth 
^as lost and the ori(diiaI lection was ear- 
ned. 

There was another long disciusion over 
section 8, which read as follows : 

Section 3. It shall be composed of firms, cor- 
porations or iinliviiluals ciiKasied lu s.roflucing 
ormannfacturing in the Stale of California. 

This clause brought Mr. Fnruseth to his 
feet a°:ain. He said he did not want to be 
technical, hut in his opinion the clause 
could incaii ;iiiything. It would crush ont 

organized labor. 

Mr. Furuseth's remarks were ruledjout 
of order by the chairman, who took occa- 
sion to remark that they were inconsistent 
with order and common .sense. 

Delegate McKee undertook to smooth 
matters. He said that the convention had 
acted in good faith in inviting labor to be 

Present, and he lioped that it would be 
sneflted. There was no reason for beins 
too technical. Employers and employes 
were in the same ditcli and they sliouhi 
help each other out. The manufacturers 
should extend the hand of good fellowship 
to labor. 

The section as originally prepared was 
adopted.

In support of his resolutiota Mr. Fnru- 
seth saicf:

A deleratc arose and called a point of 
order on Mr. I'liniscth, and the chairman 
sustained it. Mr. l"'urusetli said in.' did rmt 
care whether !ic was out of order or in 
order if th.' .'.inveni i.m kept on the way it 
was goiiit; ii.> re wouul be a divergence of 
paths for tiic manufacturer and the laborer. 

Oscar Lewis of the Architectural Iron 
Works responded to Mr. Furuseth by say- 
ing:

had a speeiilative elenieut rcj.rosented in the 
busines- in Caiii.'rniB ill 111" vears ISHf , 18K!> 
ondlHTii. Tills mailer eu'.iuinated in the de- 
strueiiiui of th.' pr.ispect for the aevclopnient 
of this par, ii ulnr branch of industry. I'ei'i'le 
were in.liii-ed t.> nnike investments, and tiiimis 
necessary for a beginning in the business wer..' 
put up to the highest j rice possible. The re- 
sult was that the i^eople engaged in it eoiilil 
not get rich as fast as they exiiectcd au't l>i- 
canie di>;-.oiraged. 'I'hey were loM l.y the 
agents oi the foreiirn pro«"lucer that it was im- 
ptissihle for America lo ciunpetc, ana they gave 
it up. They said; 'Tt helungs to Kurope, and 
it cannot be done in ihis counti y. We have 
t*H) much wages to pav In iiroportion to what 
Europe I'ays." But this is not so. It is an es- 
.sential class of work in agriculture, and, while 
it is easy work, it require* proper ciiuiatic con- 
ditions. 

We have within the limits of the Tnlted 
Stales territory capable of producing ten times 
as niui h silk as Europe and .\sia combined. 

In this country, f.ir the next 500 years, every 
iuhahitant of the rniteil States w ho would l.'e 
able lo get a small farm of twenty-live acres 
will be able to devote two or three acres to the 
cultivation of mulberry trees, which would 
realize him $150, and with the help of his wife 
and children be would make 9260 t»940O out 
of if. 

I predict that It would not be fifteen years 
from tlie time a projter beginning is made that 
this country w ill prouuce enough raw silk to 
supply our sj.iiulles ami looms. Hut the 
organization of the Manuiacturers' Assru-iation 
now here in convention gives me hopes that 
our cHorts lor the last thirty years will result 
lu the successful eslabllsliment of this great 
and novel enterprise. 

George Gumming, who represented the 
blacksmiths, said in part: 

I can only say In ^general way that I suffer 
in common with inaiutries of this city and 
State, for I am dependent on their patronage : 
their prosperity u Identical with mine. In 
fact tlie interdependence of all industries in 
a general way makes it hardly possible in the 
long run for one branch of them to be pros- 
perous when others are depressed. 
■ The civllixed producer as a rule consumes 
but a very small part of his own peculiar pro- 
duct. As exchange is an abeolnte necessity to 
the oivlUxed man any Impediment to that ex- 
change, no matter from what source, to that 
extent hampers production and canses poverty, 
for it must be plain that if exchange was 
totally stopped It would end in death to society 
or return to savagery. 

My friends, home indnstry is making our 
own money. The absurdity of imagining that 
we cannot effect our exchange without having 
thousands of men digging boles in the earth to 
extract a sUning metal and then put It into a 
hole in Washington and pay ttsnrers vast sums 
to keep the hole full Is something bordering on 
Idiocy. 

The convention then adjonmed until 10 

A. M. to-dav. . 
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weather was the only thing that marred 
the pleasure of the trip. Otherwise every- 
thing passed off in a pleasant manner, and 
the delegates, abent one hundred in num- 
ber, enjoyed themselves hugely. 

In the trip the tug visited the Pacific 
Rolling Mills, the Union Iron Woftcs and 
other j/oints of iiilere t. At the iron works 
thi Oregon was inspected, under the super- 
vision of George W. Dickie. A stop was 
also made at the Arctic Oil Works, where 
Captain Knowles played the part 01 chap- 
eron. 

From the southern part of tfce bay the 
tug steamed to the Fulton Iron Works, at 
Harbor View, and the engineering and 
ship-building plant there was thoroughly 
inspected. It was not a pleasant day, anil 
on fccconnt of the roughness of the biiy the 
trip was not as pleasurable as it niiiiht 
have been. 

At 2 o'clock the convention was called to 
order by X'resident Hallidie. Before it was 
over it proved to be one of the liveliest 
sessions thus far held. That there is a 
wide divergence of opinion between the 
niatiufacturers and the hihor licl.'gates wlio 
were in the conveiitioii was deinonstrated. 

The proceedings were opened by the in- 
troduction of a resoliiii.>n providing that 
the next Fourth of July lie celebrated as 
the day of emancipation for this .'^tate in 
an industrial sense, and that the Mer- 
chants' Association take charge Of the cele- 
bration, with the assistance of similar 
organizations. 

The tesolntion was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. 

At this point ''olonel John P. Irish 
claimed the privilege of the floor. It »va^ 
granted, and he said that at the mcetin,': 
on Wednesday Mr. Zahn had made aii 
attack on the manufacture, of brooms bv 
the inmutes of the Home for tlieAduft 
Blind. Hedid not think th.it .^l r. Zulm's 
remarks were fair under the circumstances. 
Ti'.e ii. mates of the home have to support 
tneiiise|\es ill some way, and the brooms 
which they make are as good as anv made 
elsewhere. Many things should be taken 
into consideration. If the makers of the 
asylum brooms had all fheir faculties they 
would undoubtedly be able to jiroduce 
better articles than brooms. The institu- 
tion is a worthy charity, and it should be 
made self-supporting. i«uob statements as 
Mr. Zahn made, the colonel remarked, 
were niisleailiiig. 

Mr. Zahii resijonded by saving that he 
did not mean to cast any refiections upon 
the work produced bv the men of the 
asylnm, bat he spoke in behalf of flu- in- 
dustry of broom-making in general. 

The chairman at this juncture .said that 
the businew before the meeting was the 
considermtion of the constitution and by- 
laws. 

"Before going on with that we have a 
delegate whom I want to introduce," said 

James W. Kerr. "He is Ramuel McKee of 
the .Moldcrs' l.iiiou." 

Mr. McKee was duly admitted. 

The constitution and by-laws, as pub- 
lished in yesterday's Call, were then 
taken up for consideration. 

A hitch occurred over the o|.eiiing sec- 
tion, which provided that the association 
should be known as the Manufacturers' 
and Producers' Association of California. 

Delegate Maguire inquired as to what 
was meant bjr the word "producer." 

"1 guess it is one who produces," said a 
facetious delegate. 

Delegate Dundon said tliat the man with 
the inquiring turn of mind should not be 
cut off. 

"Wiiy not get a dictionary?" said Chair- 
man Uallidie. 

Arpad Haraszthy remarkcii that any 
one who takes an interest in the natural 
productions of our Htate ought to be will- 
ing to listen to all tluit might be said on 
the subject of production. 

Delegate George Gumming made his 
presence felt in the convention for the first 
time by saving that a clear definition of the 
word should be had. 

Delegate Maguire, as a representative of 
an Oakland labor union, said that all 
workingmcn are producers. The time bad 
arrived for tlie manufacturer and producer 
— tiic woikiiigniaij — in join hands. 

Andrew l-'uriiseth, representing the Labor 
Council, said that the word producer as 
used in the proposed constitutioq, was 
wide enough to include any one. The 



si. in was in regard to remitting the J5 fees 
of the labor delegates. 

James H. Bany was ooposed to putting 
labor on such a basis. He said that labor 
was willing and able to pay {or all it took 
an interest in. 

Delegate Bacon of the Pressmen's Union 
said that the workingmen were not present 
to sliirji anything. They were willing to 
pay their dues or anythiiig else. 

" Thai's right," said Mr. Barry. "I am 
opposed to special privileges ' as regards 
labor or anytliing else." 

Delegate -Mclilynn here said: 

"As I have read the constitution and by- 
laws the labor element IS not expected to 
join in this movement." 

"Do you mean as individuals?" inqniied 
the chairman. 

"No, I do not," retorted Mr. McGlynn, 
"I mean as a class." 

"I think Mr. McGlynn ia • prodac^r," 
said Delegate I 'uiuming. "If he is not he 
has no business here." 

This remark created some laughter, and 
for the time being acrimonious fi eiiia: was 
lost sight of an.l the reading of the consti- 
tution continuci!. 

A question arose in r'-u-ard to si-ctiou 10 
of the by-laws which read as f.iliows: 

The membership dues shall he as follows: 
S — entrance fees, payable on aihni^si.in, and 
$— per annum, payable In qiinrierlv install- 
ments of to be paid in advance on the first 
day of November, February, .May and .\ugu6t 
of each year. 

The first clause regarding entrance fees 
was stricken out, and the question then 
came to the matter of dues. One motion 
was to make the dues $10 per year, anotiicr 
w.is to li.x them at $1:1 a year, and I)<-legftte 
McGlynn moved that they be lixed at $20 a 
year, adding that the labor unions could 
afford to pay their share. 

A molion by Delegate Cumniing that $6 
a year lie the tlgiire liually prevailed. 

The remainder of the by-laws went 
through without opposition until the last 
section, No. 19, was reached, and then 
there was a lively time for awhile. The 
section read m folio wa ; 

These by-laws may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at a meet- 
ing of the association, called for that purpose, 
notice and copy of the proposed amendments 
having been mailed to each member and 
Iiosied in a conspicuous position in the rooms 
of the association at least one month previous 
to such meeting, and It shall be the duty of the 
secretary to carry ont the provisions of this 
article. 

Delegate McGlynn said that he was op- 
posed to the two-third's projiosition. He 
believed in making it come under the head 
of a majority vote. 

A long di.scussion followed, but the origi- 
nal section was linally larried. 

Delegate Dundon offered an additional 
section to the by-laws, which read as fol- 
lows: 

Provided that the board of directors shall 
have authority to create such committees as in 
their judgment may be advantageous to the 
association, and to call to their aid any other 
member* than thememben of the board or the 
executive committee to constitute such com- 
mittees. 

On uuit ion of .Mr. liaruch the constitution 
and by-laws were then adopted as a whole. 

The following resolution, which was in- 
troduced by Mr. Furuseth, created qiiite a 
sensation and led to a long discussion: 

Whereas, From the experience of otlier com- 
munities it has become manliest that all pros- 
perity deperids on the purchasing power of the 
labor element ; and whereas, the first condition 
of such purchasing power is a wage sufficient 
to keep and educate a family; and whereas, 
such can only obtain where the workers are or- 
ganised and the employer and employes can 
thus meet and by conciliation adjust diSieul- 
ties, thus keeping the Whole coininunity one 
industrial unit for the mutual advancement of 
all; therefore, 

Jissolutd, That wc declare ourselves in favor 
of the organization of labor, agreeing with 
Thorald Bodgers and Kichard T. Ely that, prop- 
erly conducted, they are given opportunity for 
stability not otherwise to be obtained ; 

Further Suotved, That we urge upon em- 
ployes alike the necessity for mutual consider- 
ation and free and open acknowledgement of 
its other interests, remembering always that 
the interests of all the people are above all ; 

Jtaotved further. That this convention urge 
the immeaiate settlement by conciliation of 
existing labor dilBculties, in order that we may 
unitedly urge the use of home manoCaciures. 
and 

Ruolved, That we expect from labor orgauiza- 
tions that they will use their beitendeavors to 
assist in the crusade against tneb Zastem

anything of that kind. Let usmv that the in- 
terests of labor and capital are identical and 
that we will stand shoulder to shoulder to fight 
monojKdy and political corruption, and litis 
Btate will be redeemed.

About a year and a half .■!_-. ■ aTi attach- 
ment was filed upon some effects belong- 
ing to Mr. Kial and Iieonard Grovcr for 
some debts of Mr. Rial's, amounting to 
about 135. The ejects were at the Califor- 
nia Theater. Orover was then touring the 
West and was bound for Los Angele.s. He 
paid half the amount under protest, in 
order not to be detained, secured a full re- 
lease, so far as he was concerned, and went 
away. 

A few days ago notice was served upon 
him in a case entitled fsachim vs. Rial, 
brought in the Justice's Court, requiring 
him (Grover) to appearand explain what 
interests, if any, he has in this matter of 
Rial's. The genial comedian, feeling very 
little like genial comedians are supposed 
to feel early and late, called atthe Justice's 
Cour^t the time fixed and found himself 
aloner Nobody party to an interest in 
the suit approached and the case was dis- 
missed. Subsequently another and similar 
notice was served upon him to appear be- 
fore the court at a hearing set for yester- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. 

At 11 o'clock Grover entered Justice 
Cook's courtroom and explained to a law- 
ver whom lie found there — everybody else 
had gone— that he had forgotten the" hour 
of hearing as accounting for his being late. 
The lawyer told him that the matter had 
been called and continued until 2 o'clock. 

"Tliat being the case," said Grover, now 
bceoiiiiiig aroused, "I will go and get a 
Lawyer and be on hand." 

And so he was, S. M. Shortridge, being 
present, explaining Grover's relation to the 
matter, and the case, so far as he was con- 
cerned, was dismissed. 

Last night, much to his surprise, a Dep- 
uty Sheriff called upon him at his (Stock- 
well's) theater with a warrant for his ar- 
rc-.t. issued by another Justice — Justice 
Groczinger— for contempt of court for 
having Tailed to comply ■with the court's 
orders. 

Grovcr explained the circumstances to 
the deputy, who went away satisfied that a 
mistake bad lieen made. But Grover 
does not think it is a mistake, but says 
that, inasmuch as he appeared before ai'ict 
was dismissed by Justice Cook, some oi.e 
must have been swearing falsely and ma- 
liciously before Justice Gioezinger, and he 
is thoroughlv angry and declares a ti.xed 
intention to find out who it is and see that 
the gnilty one is punished. 

MILITIAMEN 'pAID FOE DUTY. 

Many ProtesAd A$:ainst Ikeducting 
TIiCTr Back Dues. 

Payment of money for their campaign 
duty during the railroad strike was made 
last night to members of the First In- 
fantry Regiment^ N. G. 0., at the armory, 
Tenth and Market streets. 

Colonel F. S. Chadbourne, paymaster- 
general, presided, Lieutenaui-Colonel H. 
V. Bush of the First Regiment acted as as- 
sistant paymaster-general and Colonel 
Burgin sat with them. They paid the 
men according to companies, using the 
ofhcers' quarters for an ollice and lulmit- 
ting one company at a time. As each 
man was called he received a check olf the 
State bank, but whenever the guardsman 
was in arrears to his company lie had to 
sign a receipt for the full amount paid 
liim by the Slate, hut was given only a bal- 
ance left after deducting his indehtVdness. 

Private S. B. Xolan, who had been court- 
martialed and fined $25, found a bill of 
$28, which included the fine and dues, 
against liis pay of $4(i. At this he grew 
indignant and lost Ids temper. 

"If you do call yourselves the great 
ornamental military organisation of Cali- 
fornia," he said angrily, "you can't keep 
mv money back." 

He threatened to fight for his money, at 
which Colonel Bush jumped up with an 
order full of temper. 

"(juurd. put that man out," he com- 
maudcd, and Private Nolan was hustled 
through a side door. 

Private Milen of Company H refused to 
accept payment, minus a bill for armory 
dues, etc., against him. There were many 
protests, but llie other men accepted the 
inevitable with good grace, and many of 
them paid their tailors' bills to two tailors 
who had supplied them with clothes on 
the strength of money due from the State.

A Railroad Company Trying to 
Patent Mineral Lands in 
Washington.

The Baker City Democrat says that the 
vexed problem of successfully working the 
ores of the Enieka and Excelsior mines, 
situated in the Cracker Creek district, has 
at last been solved. Mr. John Longmald 
of Salt Lake City after repeated tests satis- 
fied himself that cyanide was tlie proper 
process, and he leased the properties and 
is now saving S,'. per com of tlie jzo'ui. 

Captain Hall has been notilied from San 
Francisco to resume work on the Bonanza 
quicksilver mine near Oakland, Or. The 
tunnel is being straightened up and prep- 
antions made for {tirther prospecting. 

The Virtue mine, Oregon, owned by G. 
W. Grayson of Oakland, cleaned up $13,000 
for a twenty days' run last month. 
^ A Naj'H I omity ii;i|.fT says: "The gold 
levor has hroKen out again in Calaveras 
County, some ricii siiecimens having just 
been unearthed near Coppcropolis," The 
Napa County paper is respectfully informed 
that the gold fever in Calaveras County 
has not just broken out, and that the 
county in 1893 was the second Kold-pro- 
dacing county in tbe State. In IKW it was 
probably the first on the list. Calaveras 
contains the richest and most productive 
gold mine in the State— one which pro- 
duced Inst year about live times as much 
OS any other one in California. 

At the Alice mine, thirteen miles south- 
east of Ferris, Hiverside County, the crop- 
pings of the ledge come out in the barley 
liclds through wliich it runs, and agricul- 
ture and mining g" iiand in ijaml.

The .\' v:ii;:i Tr i'.i-^crii.t learns that the 
pros] Hit- : a::,t ;y M.iiimer at Downie- 
ville and in that vicinity in Sierra County 
are very flattering, and that unusual 
activity in mining enterpri.ies is looked for. 
The Gold Vallfv, (ioh\ Bluff. Craycroft and 
.other uiiiu-s .i;c to iic tiperated on a more 
extensive scale than ever, and it. is said 
that more men will be employed in that 
(section than for many years past. 

The Clinton-bar gravel claim on the 
Mokilumne Kiver, owned by Free&Cliase, 
is reported as doing very well. 

Some pretty ricli gold ore has been found 
near Mojave, half a mile from the railroad, 
but lack of water prevents profitable work- 
ing of the claims. 

Los Angeles jicoplc are being asked to in- 
vest in gravel mines in British Coiumbia. 
There are numbers of California men in 
that country now who seem to l>e pretty 
well satisfied with the prospects in aurif- 
erotu mining. 

Mining operations aronnd Homitos, 
Mariposa Coonty, are quite active at pres- 
ent. 

"In general," says the Denver Mining 
Industry, "it may be presumed that no 
part of the United States has better facili- 
ties for cheap mining than California." 

Pumping water up iOO feet to get a hy- 
draulic head is rather a discouraging way 
to work a gravel claim, but some placer 
ground near Yreka is to be worked in that 
war. 

The oldest gold mining district in Wash- 
ington and the one from which most of 
that j.rerious metal has been taken is the 
Swauk district in Kittitas County. From 
seventy-live to a hundred miners have 
been actively engaged in taking out placer 
gold since 1»73. The miners are protesting 
against the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company getting patents to the lands in 
the district as aiTirultural, when they are 
really mineral. .-^^I.t miners testify that 
they ha*e taken out $72,tiOO in the past five 
years, and numbers of others have taken 
out smaller amounts. This is to show that 
it is really mineral not agricultura! land 
that the railroad is trying to get. 

A good many prospectors arejirt paring 
to start from Se.ittle for the Fort Steel 
country, B. C, to hunt for placer mines. 
! The old El Rio 10- stamp quartzmill 
near Yuma is now bcin^ torn down and considerable 
will be shipped to a point twenty miles 
south of Tucson. The purchasers wiU take 
one boiler, the engine and stamps only, 
leaving the rest of the machinery. 

Robbers visited the Daisy Hill mill, a few 
miles from Gra.ss Valley" and, while they 
<lid not clean up the mill, they walked off 
with a number of drills, and some powder 
caps and other sujiplics. ' 

By an accident ai the Gold r.idge mine, 
Nevada County, near the Sierra County 
line, one man was killed and another iii- 
jorcd. The men had drilled six holes in 
the tunnel and went out to the storehouse 
to get the powder. Some of the hr>les 
were wet holes and it was necessary, after 
imtting the caps on the fuse, to cover the 
cai>s with a waterproof composition in ' 
order to protect them from the water in I 
the holes. This composition had become I 
hard, and in order to soften it .so that it' 
could be ti.sed one of the men held a 
luhted candle under a piece of the stuff 
While thus engaged the explosion oc- 
curred. It is thought that the candle 
flame came in contact with the cap, caus- 
ing it to explode, the concussion imme- 
diately exploding' the balance of the other 
caps iu the Ixj.x on the workbench. 

The Elsiiuire coal, Riverside County, 
sells for $a ]ier ton at the mints, and is 
used in the surrounding neighborhood. 

The Good Hope is Riversi,lc Co uity's 
best mine, and has a twentv-stamp mill, 
said to be turning out $UiOO a ttamp eacli 
month. 

The Bald Mountain Extension Company, 
a prominent Sierra County drift mine, now 
has fifty men employed. 

A very large lead of low-grade gold ore 
is reported to have been found bv ^Vil;i.lnl 
lioss in the Fox range of inoun'ji'ins, about 
twenty miles north of Rviam 



tion of the Santa Cruz motmtains which 
would he south of a straight line drawn 
from the Alniarlen iiuicksilver niinesto the 
coast, is as favorable for mineral depo.sits 
as any that a miner usually sees. About 
two miles back from the main Llagas 
Creek and high up on the mountain sioes, 
a ledge of lime .rock extends from a point 
west of the Almaden mines and runs in a 
soatlmrly direction through a sandstone 
formation very favorable for silver. Ap- 
peaianoes indicate that this lime belt is 
the cap of a ledge or runs parallel with a 
mineral lode of some kind. 

On tbe Reed ranch at the Southern end 
of this lime deposit, and running on the 
same line close to the lime belt, a ledge of 
some sort clc;ir!y shows itself for quite a 
distance or. the suriace. The croppings 
strongly indicate the existence of copper 
or silver at this place. Yet, strange to say, 
little or no pros))6cting has ever been done 
in this locality. It apjiears.that its very 
nearness to capital lias caused it tO be 
passed over unnoticed.

AnothiT Ancient Aurif<M-ous Kiver Rod. 

A corresjKinilent of iheCAi,!. writes as 
follows: The late-i mining <v\i'i:enient 
around Elsinore, Rivcr.side County, is 
caused by the discovery of an extensive au- 
riferous gravel deposit or ancient river bed 
several hundred feet in width and 100 to 
300 feet in thickness, running for a long 
distance in cl.iso proximity to the best 
produciii;: iiiiiH > in the Pinacate and Meni- 
fee mining districts. The deposit is con- 
tinuous and not in fragments or remnants, 
nor is it lava-capped as are some of the old 
channels in the central part of the State. 
The old river bed was discovered last sum- 
mer by field assistance of the State ilining 
Bureau, and first publicly announced in 
their report for the year 18!H on iiage L'Jti, 
as follows: "An ancient river bed may be 
traced for a long distjtncc north and south 
in this county ( Riverside). The source of 
thi.s old channel, which is gold-bearing, is 
to the north, but its exact locality is Un- 
known. The indications are, however, 
that several small streams have united to 
form the main clinnnel, which may be fol- 
lowed without dilhculty from two miles 
north o! Good Hope for several miles in a 
southerly direction toward the town of 
I'lsinore. Where the channel reaches the 
San Jacinto River it is several hundred 
feet in width and upwards of 100 feet in 
depth. 

In the canyon of the San Jacinto River 
may be seen either two or three channels 
or else the remnants of one extremely 
crooked one. As these ancient river beds 
are not at all developed, excepting by the 
shallow erosions of tlieir uppi r liorlions by 
the recent little ravines and gulches, there 
is much that would be interesting concern- 
ing them that for the present must re- 
main unknown. Although no attempt has 
yet been made to systematically work 
these deposits or even to prospect them 
beyond tlie sinking of several shafts, it is 
nevertheless a signilicant fact that every 
little ravine and gulch cutting through 
this old river bed has contained gold, and 
in most instances has been worked by the 
Mexicans years ago. Signs of work in later 
years are also numerous, and at one point 
an old prospector was endoavorir.g to make 
a living by "rocking" the gravel of the old 
river channel. 

If sufficient water for hydraulic opera- 
tions was obtainable the old river-bed 
niight be found to pro<iuco a large i;uan- 
tity of gold. The channel was followed 
five miles, but it being evident that to 
trace it out and map it would rc(iuire a 
season's work it was aliandoiicd for the 
time being. It is but I'lie very crooked 
channel and the San Jacinto llivcr cuts 
through it three times lu the canyon 
where the Southern Calii.irnia Railroad 
crosses it, about half way between 
Perris and Elsinore. It has not been 
cut through to bedrock in any place 
as yet discovered. The lowest place 
yet found is in the cut made by the 
San Jacinto Eiver, wliich apucars" to be 
within thirty to titty feet of tbe'bedrock in 
the center of the channel, as indicated by 
the angles of the rimrock and the width o'f 
the channel at the bottom of the cut. 
Since the publication of the report of the 
State Mineraloiribt the old channel has 
been traced from the [xunt indicated 
therein to a point two and a half miles 
north of the Menifee mine, a distance of 
about twenty miles by the meanderings of 
the channel. 

Most of the placer gold obtained ir. this 
vicinity in recent years has been taken 
from the bed of the San Jacinto River, be- 
low where it cuts the old channel, and 
from the gullies and washes of the old 
river beiJ, and lionc of the miners appear 
to have known that they were upon an 
ancient river bed, with the possible ex- 
ception of M. Chaney, who attempted to 
sink a shaft to bedrock, and was driven 
out by water at the depth of eighty feet. 
The land along this old chadnel is princi- 
pally Government land, or unpatented 
railroad lands, and therefore subject to 
mineral location. Several locations have 
been made within the last few d^s, and 
preparations are being made by John D. 
Hon of Elsinore and others to prospect the 
deposit. 



l^ang Iilfe of Snlpltnret Vuraaeea. 

The furnaces of the chlorination works 
of the Zeila Mining Company of Amador 
County are being rebuilt after what an 
Amador paper notes as the longest life on 
record for such works. The furnaces lasted 
i ever since tlie resumption of work at the 
i mine by the present company—fourteen 
I years. For five yearsand nfteen days from 
the comiucnceiuent of operations the fires 
were never extinguished, and at the ex- 
piration of this protracted period of service 
the floors only had to be renewed: not that 
they were actually worn out, but had be- 
come so uneven as to give the employes 
trouble in scraping out the 
sulphurets. After repairs the works ran 
until the present time. The furnaces, not- 
withstanding the unparalleled record of 
longevity, were not completely worn out. 
It was not absolutely neces-ary to rebuild 
them. But inasmuch as a c'cssalion for 
over a month was inevitable, owing to the 
reconstruction of the mill, and as the capa- 
city of the old works was unequal to keep- 
ing pace with tlie product of the mine, it 
, was deemed advisable to rebuild on a 
! larger scale. 

j The old furnaces were of three tons capa- 
city, and somewhat overworked at that. 
The new furnaces will be of from three and 
I a half to four tons capacity. With a prac- 
I tically new mill, it is expected that consid- 
I erabiy more rock will be iTushed per day 
I by the forty stamps man of late years, 
and even w'ith the increased size of the 
chlorination works, it is expected that 
enough sulphurets will be turned out to 
keep them steadily running to their fullest 
capacity. The extended life of the Zciia 
reduction plant is deserving of special note. 
Mr. iJetei t, when the old works were first 
started, said he would make them last 
without repair for five years, and this limit 
was exceeded by fifteen days. But a life of 
for.rte.-n years without complete renewal 
wouifi have been laughed at as utterly un- 
attainable.

THE Conviction Against 

HiM. 



UNSEEMLY HASTE WAS HAD. 



Judge Levy Censured for Hur^y- 
iNo Him to Trial So , 
Rapidly. 



There is no more for William Fredericks 
to expect from the courts of this State, for 

the Supreme Court has just decided, prac- 
tically, that he must hang for the murder 
of W. A. Herrick, ca'^hicr of the Branch 
Bank of the San FranciM o .'^avings I'l-.ioii. 

The crime was comniiurd on March 'Z-i, 
1S94. Frcdfricks ent.T.Ml the lank, on the 
comer of Fell and Market streets, ami de 
manded $5000 from Herrick, the cashier. 
Herrick reftised to give the money and 
Fredericks shot him dead. He was cap- 
tured after a long chase and was impris- 
oned. On March 28 his preliminary ex- 
amination was held and on March 29 an 
information charging him with murder 
was lilcd. On March he was arraigned 
before Judge Levy, and he was then given 
until April 2 to jilead. On April 2 he re- 
fused to plead and asked for more time, 
but a plea of not guilty was entered for 
him by order of the court, and his trial was 
set for Ai'ril S. At each step the defend- 
ant, through his attorney, Mr. Colwell, 
prayed for time, but in no instance was he 
allowed any more than the law gave him. 
He was speedily found guilty and was sen- 
tenced to death. This judgnicnt has been 
alfirnied. 

Commenting upon the haste with which 
his case was pushed through, the Supreme 
Court says: 

While the period of time— to wit, three 
days— Intervening between the arraignment 
and commencement of the trial of the deiend- 
ant might be enough time in some £urouean 
countries to bring to trial, convict and decaiii- 
tate half a dozen criminals, yet in this country, 
where persons charged with crime have more 
rights under the law, we think this defendant 
might well have been allowed ten, twenty or 
even thirty days to prepare for his defcQEC. In 
view of the enormitv of tbe charge against 
him, in view of the public clamor that was pur- 
suing him, in view of his own povertj- and 
frleudlessuess, the State could well have af- 
forded to concede him such a coutinuancc, in 
order that he might have full opportanity to 
make his defense, however weak it may have 
been when made. The State would have lost 
nothing by such a course, and Justice would 
have been done ]nat the same. While the State 
sbonld administer justice to lawbreakers with 
no laggard hand, yet at the instance of public 
clamor or other causes, it is beneath its dig- 
niiy to act with unseemly haste. We conclude 
this branch of the case b.v saving thMwedu 
not think the mere fact of ilxiiig the ddf of the 
trial at a date so soon after the arraignment 
and plea ipso facto furnishe? sufficient ground 
lor a reversal of the judgment. 

Continuing on to the tioints of law in- 
volved in the case, the opinion proceeds: 

It is claimed that the information i- iiiia'.lv 
defective in Its statement oi facts. While it 
alleges the offense to have been coinmitied iu 
the city and county of San Francisco, it is in- 
sisted that the Superior Court has no jurisdic- 
tion over certain territory situated wlihlu said 
city and county, and lor that leason no jaris- 
dictiou is shown iu the court by the inio.-iim- 
tion to trv the case, there being no nMecaiiou 
contained therein denying the coniinif,sioa ui 
the oll'ense upon such excepted territory. This 
question of Jurisdiction was directly presented 
lor consideration In the very recent case uf 
the People vs. Collins, and it was there held 
that it coold not be raised by demurrer or 
motion in arrest of judgment, but was a matter 
of defease. 

Defendant's counsel moved for a change of 
venue, and In support of his motion read ihe 
affidavit of defendant and also his own. They 
are based upon the grounds that defendant 
could not have a lair and impartial trial in the 
city and county of San Francisco by reason of 
Ihe bios and prejudice of the^ople against 
him, Tbe motion was denies by the trial 
conrt. The affidavits present a strong prima 
facie cose to support oi the motion, and were 
contradicted in no material point. No counter 
affidavits were introduced, and the statement 
of the District Attorney under oath in oppn.si- 
tlon to the granting of the motion related 
almost entirely to matters outside of the que^i- 
tionof the condition of the public mind In tnc 
locality where the defendant was to be tried. 
II the matter had rested at this stage of the 
proceedings, we would icel in duty bound to 
grant a new trial of this case upon the show- 
ing made by the defendant, and would be fully 
supported in such conclusion by the People vs. 
Yoakum and People vs. Ooldenson. But sub- 



sequently, upon the 7th day of April, and 
during the impanelment o^tlie jury, defend- 
ant's counsel was given a sirond opportunity 



to urge his inotiun for a change of venue, and 
tlie Hearing thereof was set for April 9. At 
mat time counsel failed to call up hit motion, 
and no action whatever was taken upon it bv 
the trial court. We deem oounael's oonduct 
an abandonment and waiver, oi the whole 
question, and he cannot now insist upon a new 
trial upon a ruling of the trial court, when he 
had full opportunity to secure the results de- 
sired at the hands of that court; for we must 
fi-n\im.Mliat his motion when renewed would 
liave been granted, If the facts and the law de- 
manded It. Tbe tacts disclosed are similar to 
the facts In th* case of People vs. I'lummer. In 
that cose during the Impanelment of the jury 
counsel for defendant expressly declined to re- 
new their motion for a change of venae which 
hod been denied. In the present case counsel 
In Mlcct does the same thing, for after the mo- 
tion is set for hearing he fails to press or even 
insist or ask that the court pass upon It. * * * 

* * • This eourt is only allowed to review 
an order denying a challenge to a juror upon 
the ground qf actual bias when the evidence 
upon the examination of the jurorls soopposed 
to the decision of the trial court that the ques- 
tion becomes one of law, for it la only in points 
of law that this court has appellate jurlsoiction 
in criminal cases. In this case the examina- 
tion of some of the venire, who were subse- 
quently unsuccessfully challenged upon the 
ground o{ actual bias by tbe defendant, dis- 
closed a state of facts which might well have 
justified the trial court In excluding them from 
the jury-box. But the evidence of these Jurors, 
taken upon their voir dire, is not at all con- 
clusive that they were disqualified from acting 
in tbe case. When the matter was submitted 
to the court for a decision upon the evidence 
taken It can at least be said tnat the question 
was an open one as to their dlsquallncation. 
The evidence of each Juror was contradictory 
In Itself; It was subject to more than one con- 
struction. A llndiug either way by the court 
on the challenges would have support In the 
evidence, and under such circumstances the 
trial court is the a rl»itor oi the question. For 
under such conditions ihe question presenied 
to this court by the appeal is one of fact, and 
our power to hear and determine is limited to 
appeals upon questions of law alone. For these 
rea.sons the counsel's contentions in this re- 
gard furnisb no material to justify a retrial of 
this case. Neither do we find any merit In the 
exception to the order of the court disallowing 
his challenge to the i>aTiel. 

The trial court committed no error In admit- 
ting evidence as to the pursuit and capture of 
the defendant Immediately after the commis- 
sion of the homirlde, and tnc prosecution had 
the right to prove Ihe facts pertaining thereto, 
if It deemed that eoiir'-e advisable, rather than 
take an admission of them from defendant. 
We do not discover any error in admitting de- 
fendant's statements and confesslona It ap- 
pears that they were freely and voluntarily 
made. 

It i> clainit"". that the verdict is contrary to 
the f vul. iiee. Defendant's counsel declares 
that the evidence shows concliisivilv that it 
was a physical impo&slMlitv f(^r defendant to 
have Itred the shot which lulled the ileceased. 
In answer to this coiitcntiou ii is suiTicieiit lo 
say that the wiliie.> Mcivm tcsiiiled m iiirect 
terms that detemUnt tired ihe fatal shot aiel 
the defendant himself iidniils ihe iaci. I'nder 
these circtim.'itaiH ■■•^ we ivlll not ilisiurhihe 
verdict upon the icroiuid of the ineilieienev of 
the evidence upon the point as to who tired' the 
fatal shot. 

Afn-r conviction defendant made a motion 
for a new trial, and as one of his grounds relied 
ujion newly discovered evi,leni e. We iIikI 
within the lids of the transcript certain alti- 
fiavits which counsel in his brief assumes were 
used hy him as Ihe hasis oi his nioiion for a 
new trial. They are not incorporated in aiiv 
bill of exception?, neither are ti-.ey idi ntliied 
in any way hy the Jii<ii?e as having hf < ii 
and cun'lilered upon the liearineof the inr.ii n 
for a new trial. The alliilavlt o! one ilenderson 
a> to his e.xaminatlon of the eiiiishot marks in 
tiieofluk upon tile moriiint: after the homicide, 
and lo the further iat t that he noticed on the 
floor, outside of tlie counter, lirolceii gitt!-s from 
the hole made by the tMiilet in the glass near 
tbe cashier's window, Is not even siibsuril^ed 
andswotitto, andnoneof the alBdavlts, with 



but a single exception, appear to have been 
flled with the clerks. For the reason that there 
1« nothlnir to indicate, even inferentlall.v, that 
these affidavits were used upon the hearing of 
the motion for a new trial, we are not author- 
ized to consider them, we do not even 1 n ti- 
mate that a new trial would lie granted upon 
the showing made bv these affldavitaif they were 
properly authenticated as having been used at 
the bearing. Thev were all directed to the 
point that defendant did not fire thefaul shot, 
but that Marvin (MelvlnT), Herrtck's assistant, 
accidentally did. All of them except the one 
not signed and sworn to tended to show that 
Berrlck's clothing at the point where the bul- 
let entered was powder-burned and that a shot 
in order to so powder-burn the clothing could 
not have been fired at a distance of more than 
two feet. It appears by the record that defend- 
ant's counsel formulateil his defense upon the 
foregoing lines as early as March 30 and by 
the exercise of due aiid proper diligence it 
seems to the court that prior to the time he 
was called on to jiresent his defense 'to the 
jury, which was some two weeks later, he must 
have had ample time and opportunity to have 
exi;mined the clothing of the detseased in re- 
lation to powder-burns and have been pre- 
I>ared to produce before the jury expert wit- 
nesses as to the distance i.owder-burns could 
be made in clothing bv a i.istol-shot, There is 
nothing further disclosed by the record de- 
manding our consideration. 

The opinion was written by Justice 
Garoutte, .Mi Farland, Van Fleet and Har- 
rison concurring. 



EXEMPT FBQM TBE TEREDO. 

Timber in Alaska Which It Is 
Said the Borer Will 
Not Molest. 

Its Discovery Was Made by Acci- 
dent BY A Local Mining 

E.XPERT. 



"I know of a timber that is absolutely 
proof against the ravages of the tcrcio," 
said S. C. Lewis when tisked what was the 
value of a secret tliat he had proposed to 
sell to the Harbor Gommission. "1 am 
not speaking of any theory or any prepa- 
ration to protect piles, but of something 
that has been tested and has proved its 
qualities. I am a mining expert, and in 
the course of my business founrt myself in 
-Vlaska several years ago. While there my 
attention was called to several pieces of 
timber tliat were lloating in the btiy of the 
port where I was temporarily located. I 
was told that they had been in the water 
for not less than three years and that while 
one was rendered useless by the work of 
teredos the other was in as ^ood condition 
as when it first fell into ioe lay. 

"Realizingat once iIh vuiuable signifi- 
cance of this assertion 1 made further in- 
quiries, which confirmed the statement 
made by my informant. I then examined 
both j>icecs of timber anil found that tlie 
one which had been riil'iied by the teredo 
was a spruce log belonging to the family 
of conifers, from which all oor piling is now 
made. The other was of an entirely .diSei^ 
ent kind of tree. 

"Now, in all trees of the pine family 
there is a resinous substance, for wliich 
the teredo has a particular predilection, 
and in this timber, which I say to be 
teredo-proof, this substance is entirely ab- 
sent. It is therefore e.xenijit from depreda- 
tions of this destructive mollusk. 

"There are inniiriis,- tracts of this timber 
in Alaska ard wc have it in this titatc, Init 
it does not grow to the height and thick- 
ness here that it does in Alaska.

"There is a fortune in the proposition for 
some one with the reqjaisite capital and 
enterprise, for the land on which this tim- 
ber grows could l)e purchased at the (iov- 
erumeiit jirice, and there is -ati almost un- 
limited market for tbe sale of the timber 
right on this coast from Paget Sound to 
the bay of San Diego."

The police, believing that "Hank" 
Meyers, the sure-thing gambler, may have 
bsen implicated in the murder of CiK'Uclivis 
Stagg at the Ingleside House, are leaving 
no stone unturned to back up that belief. 

Yesterday Robert Lee, the colored man 
who was in the sitting-room with Stagg on 
the night of the murder and had ample 
opportunity of studying his appearance 
and manner, called at the City Prison yes- 
terday. Meyers was brought out of his 
cell for Lee'a inspection. He looked at 
him carefully for a minute or two and 
listened to his Tolce while he was talking 
to an officer. , 

After Meyers had been returned to his 
cell Lee said that in height and build the 
prisoner closely resembled the tall man 
who hred the fatal shot. The voice was 
also the same, and there were other points 
that led him to the moral conviction that 
Meyers was the man. He had a good look 
at the upper part of his head on the niijht 
of the murder, and he said tii..ii that the 
man was of light complexioi., light eye- 
brows and broad forehead. This answers 
Meyers' description. 

Yesterday morning a thorough search 
was made of the brush near the vpfidence 
of Siij-erintendent Hvland of .Spring Val- 
ley W ater Works for the tall man lired at 
on Wednesday night by Special OfiBcei 
John Dalton, but no trace of the man 
cotiM be found. 

Till- ;ioli''» are inclined to think that the 
man was some tramp, as the neighborhood 
is infested with them, and knowing the 
excited condition of the residents he be- 
came scared when Daiton ordered him to 
stop, and ran, fearing trouble.

BRESSE IS VERY RETICENT. 



Will Neither Affir.m Nor Deny 
A Reported Act by 
Senator Fair. 



There is a story in connection with the 
discovery that Mrs Nettie K, Craven was 
in possession of what puri'orts to be a 
holographic will made by James G. I'air, 
whicii was niade public ior the first time 
yesterday. It was told by one of the attor- ' 
neys for the heirs. According to him none 
other than Governor Bndd made the dis- 
covery. 

Mrs. Nettie R. Craven spent a good deal 
of the time at Sacramento during the re- 
cent session of the Legislature working in 
behalf of the teachers' pension hill. While 
in Sacramento on several occasions Mrs. 
Craven declared that if the bill became a 
law the teachers' pension fund would be 
started with a legacy of $50,000 which she 
had secured. This statement was repeated 
as an argument why the legislators should 
vote for the bill. Mrs. Craven interviewed 
Governor Budd to see if he would sign the 
bill if it should be sent to him, and the 
Governor's curiosity being aroused by the 
legacy statement lie proceeded to inter- 
view Mrs. Craven. She was averse, it is 
said, to answer his questions concerning 
the legacy, but finally, under his skillful 
cross-examination, the fact was developed 
that -^he ciainied a Icl-hcv fnuii Fair, and 
sul)sf «[ucntly the k-ai.l-pcncil will was pro- 
duced. The attorneys, who in part base 
their hopes of breakin>; the will which 
places the estate in the control of execu- 
tors not members of Fair's family, declare 
that Mrs. Craven is in possession of infor- 
mation which she withholds from them, 
declaring that she will not tell all until she 
takes the witness-chair in court. 

Another factor in the attempt to break 
the will of September 21 is a writttn state- 
ment said to have been made by e.t- 
!~cnatcr I'air shortly after that d;»te, thouijli 
the document is not now known to he in 
existence. Charles Heggarty of the tirm 
of Knight & Heggarty, "attorneys for 
Charles Fair, has faith in the story that 
the statement referred to was made. 

This statement, if the story be trtie, pur- 
ports to have been written by Fair and in- 
dicated how he wished to divide the 
property. It was not in the form of a will, 
but intended to serve as the basis around 
which a will in all its legal phraseology 
might be built. In this statement Fair 
declared his intention to divide his prop- 
erty about ecjuallv among his children, and 
made provisions lor other relatives about 
as things appear in the holographic will. 

It is said that Senator Fair handed this 
paper to J. S. Angus and Louis C. Bresse 
with the remark, "How would it do to 
divide my estate in this way?" and that 
they declared that it would be an equitable 
division. 

Louis C. Bresse, when asked yesterday if 
this were true, would neither affirm nor 
contradict the story. By his manner he 
sought to contradict it, declaring that all 
sorts of stories in connection with the Fair 
estate were now afloat, but adding that he 
could say nothing about the matter. When 
pressed for a direct yes or no answer Mr. 
Bresse positively declined to give one, de- 
claring that he would make no statement 
coiicernini^the Fair estate or the Fair wills 
and referring the inquirer to the attor- 
nevs. 

In the ofHce of one of the attorneys for 
the heirs who seek to break the will just 
placed on record is a lar>;e collection of pa- 
]itfrs in Fair's iia'.idwnling. These are of 
various sons, iruin a telegraphic message ' 
to more pretentious documents. The sig- 
natures vary. The slant of the admitted 
signatures differs. In some instances the 
documents are signed "James G. Fair," in 
others "J. G. Fair." The letters are not 
always made in the same way. and they 
differ in size and other respects. In one 
instance the middle initial "G" is looped 
to the hrat letter of the snntame. In otner 
cases it stands without the connecting 
stroke. 

There i.^ what might be termed a family 
resemblance between the various admit- 
tedly genuine signatures, but to the casual 
glance these differ more from each other 
than does the signature to the holographic 
from some of them. 

The postal authorities began to take a 
hand in the case yesterday. Postmaster 
McCoppiu wrote to Charles Fair asking for 
the letter from South Dakota, in which it 
was declared that the stolen will would be 
returned if a certain stim was sent Mrs. 
Chamberlain of that State. The postal au- 
thorities believe that the author of that 
letter has been trying to victimize other 
people. Charles Heggarty declared that 
the letter had not been Kept, and there- 
fore Mr. Fair was unable to assist the 
postal authorities. 

R. H. Warfield of the California, returned 
from San Diego last night but maintained 
an absolute silence with regard to the third 
will and the conversation had with James 
G. Pair. 

"I shall make no statement," said he, 
"either to the press or to any one. What- 
ever was told me was giveii'in confidence 
and I shall respect that confidence. I shall 
make no statement and none of my family 
will do so, unless summoned before the 
court to tell what we know. I most de- 
cline to discnss the statements which the 
pai.ers have published." 

The tenor of Colonel Warfield 's remarks 
indicated that he could make disclosures 
of importance if called upon by the court 
to do so, though' there was no <uiect state- 
ment of that nature. 

As a sequel to the discovery of the holo- 
graphic will the report was current yester- 
day that the relation of Mrs. Craven to the 
School Department would be severed. 

H. L. Dodge, the president of the Board 
of Education, declared that he knew of no 
such contemplated action. 

"I suppose the report arose from a re- 
mark made by myself," said Charles B. 
Stone, one of the members of the board. 
"I said I did not think Mrs. Craven was 
doing the departiji' iit \ rry in ;i(:h good." 

Mr. Stone wa.s asked if iic lerrcd to her 
connection with the will r.jcemlj- discov- 
ered. 

"It was not so much that," replied Mr. 
Stone. "I said that she seemeo to have 
become a politician ratiier than a teacher. 
No steps have been taken looking to her 
removal from the department, and I do not 
know that any such action is coutcm- 
^ted." 

The attorneys for the heirs of the Fair 
estate are jubilant. There was a demand 
for a w ill and a will was found. This will 
was in the possession of Mrs. Craven and 
she gave it to the attorneys. Reuben H. 
Lloyd deiares, as a result of his last con- 
versation with Mrs. Craven, that the will 
is tmdcniably genuine. The attorneys for 
the executors under the old will declare 
their conviction that it is a forgcrv. 

The attorneys for the lieirJ, fiave one 
point of advantage. If the hoiographic 
will is declared to be genuine and the last 
testament of the late Senator, their case is 
made. It that will falls they are as well 
oft, in a legal way, a.i they were before, for 
they can begin where they begun orignally 
to contest the will of September 21. 

But here another factor comes in. If 
that will fails, W. S. Goodfellow, attorney 
and e;:ecutor, has a prior will to fail back 
upon, and another back of that, and still 
another, and how niany otlu rd no one but 
Mr. (joodfellow himself kiiowt, and he 
won't tell, because it would give the other 
side an advantage. There may be ten or 
twenty or forty of these wills. 

Here Reuben H. Uoyd, the attorney for 



the daughters of the dead Senator, claims 
vantage. He declares that Fair wa.s a 
singular make-up of contrary moods; that 
he was constantly making wills, and the 
fact that SO many wills were made before 
September 21 he indicates is good reason 
for the assertion that a will, or several of 
them, had been made snbisequent to that 
date. 

Attorneys for the heirs say that wills of 
a later date than the holographic one 
produced by Mrs. Craven maybe found, 
but they admit that they do not know of 
any such wills being in existence. They 
are not disposed to rev'ard the reputed 
daughter of James G. Fair Jr. and Mary 
Ellen Lampman as a iiossible heir and 
seem to fear no contest from that sonrce. 

Herbert Clark, who served so many 
years with Fahr, makes his headqtutrters 
with Angus & Bresse in the Fair building 
now. 

He disclaims all knowledge of all wills. 
"Senator Fair was a verv reticent man," 
said he yesterday. "Though I wns v. ith 
him so many vears he told me iii.thinu' m 
his affairs. "He was not a man to repose 
confidence in anybody." 

Mr. Clark disclaimed all knowledge of 
anv heirs left by James O. Fair Jr. The 
child left by Mary Ellen Lampman might 
have beeu'voung Fair's daughter and 
might not. He knew nothing of the child 
or Its mother. 

Charles Hc?..'erty, one of the attorneys 
for Charles I'.iir. is sanguine that the 
holograpliic will is a genuine one and 
that the court will so view it. He declares 
that there is more doubt about Fair's sig- 
nature to the will which was stolen from 
the ofHce of the County Clerk than there is 
abont his signature to the Craven will. 

Governor Budd is expected here to-mor- 
row to consult with Knight & Heggerty 
and with Charles Fair. 

Mrs. James Haskinsbas frequently been 
heard to say that the rumor that Mrs. 
Craven was cx|n'Ctod to inherit her fortune 
was without inundation, f^he has often 
expressed herself to intimate friends to the

In the various financial and compli- 
cated transactions which boimd the Pco-

$203,66U 04, aud interest enough to 
Increase the debt still fiurther. To se- 
cure this deb t the Pacific Bank executed a 
mortgage on its property on the comer el 
Sansome and Pme streets to the People's 
Home Bank. 

This mortgage was fought against bv the 
stockholders of the Pucitic. Bank, who saw 
the only real security for their own debts 
liable to slip from them to the Peonle's 
Home creditors, but it was finally "exe 
cuted, and now by Judse Sanderson's de- 
cision it wi.l be soid to secure the clamor- 
ous creditors of the People's Home Bank. 

The d cree of the court amounts to a 
forecl'j.-ure of this mortgage to satisfy a 
claim which with principal and interest 
amounts to $219,444 30. This of course bars 
all other claims on the property which 
may be held by other persons, unless there 
should be found a purchaser for more than 
the value of the mortgage, but as the out- 
side figure given as the value by disinter- 
ested real estate men is not over $200,000 
the propects of any one but the People's 
Home creditors being benefited by the sale 
seem slim and distant. The "property 
as it stands is now in the hands of 
G. H. Cmbsen, well known among the 
real estate men of the town, and by order 
of court he will continue to act as re- 
ceiver and to collect all the rents add 
profits issuing from the property until it is 
sold. In the meantime K. P. Hammond 
has been appointed as a commissioner to 
sell the property, with bonds set at $10,000. 
He will have charge of the sale and will 
attend to all arrangements. The lot is de- 
scri'oed as follows: Commencing at a point 
formed by tlie intersection of the northerlv 
line of Pine street with the westerlv line o"f 
Sansome street, running thence northerly 
on westerly line of bansoiue street feet 
6 inches, thence at ri<;lii angles westerly 
and parallel with said tiortherlv line of 
Pine street 87 feet 6 inches, thence' at right 
angles southerly and parallel with said 
westerly line of Sansome street 85 feet 6 
inches, thence at right angles easterly and 
along said northerly line of Fine street 57 
feet 6 inches to the point of beginning.

Position. 



No Successor Yet Named as 
Trainmaster of the Coast 
Division. 



G. W. Phelps, trainmaster on the coast 
division of the Southern Pacific, has ten- 
dered his resignation to the otlicials of that 
road and will sail on the steamer Sail Bias 
on the 28th inst. for Central .\nierioa, 
where he goes to accept the position of 
general superintendent of the Ferrocarril 
Occidental, a railroad in Guatemala, 
owned by the Barrios and Aparico {kmilies, 
and which is already a line of great im- 
portance. 

Mr. Phelps has been an employe of the 
Soutliern P.uilic for twelve or thirteen 
years )iasl and is held in the liiglicst es- 
teem by the company's oflicials. His i)Osi- 
tion as trainmaster brought him into 
prominence during the great strike of last 
year, when the company's {nroperty at 
Fourth and Townsend streets was the 
point of attraction for hundreds of people 
daily and where it was expected the strik- 
ers woul<l make a formidable demonstra- 
tion at almost any time tor several weeks. 

For some days Mr. Phelps and one as- 
sistant did tlie i-iitire work of getting out 
trains, and he performed the duties of his 
position in such a manner as to retain the 
respect of the men who were at the time 
fightinf; the company. 

The owners of theGuatenialan road have 
been looking around for a suitable man to 
take charge of their property for some time 
past, and there were many applicants for 
the position. It was necessary that the 
successful man should be a thorough Span- 
ish scholar, and in this particular Mr. 
Phelps filled ti.. bill. 

The Occiileni.ll road is at present only 
sixty miles in length, but its importance 
can be estimated Irom the fact that it is 
said to pay 60 per cent upon the capital in- 
vested every year.

Settlement of tlta Sterrett Salt Against

the bark \Vilna, lying at Mission-street 
wharf, took a $2.5 crew. At 3 o'clock in 
the morning a wagon-load of colored men 
newly engaged for the vessel appeared on 
the wharf, under convoy of Boarding-mas- 
ter John Kane. The outfit was cordially re- 
ceived by several hundred onion men, who 
proceeded to make things very pleasant for 
the dark recruits. Cohn, the driver of the 
watron, and Kane were run off the dock 
and tiie fine work of instilling union prin- 
ci pies into these would-be mariners went 
merrilvon. Kane, who is an old veteran 
in such friendly contests, fought valiantly 
and Cohn reports that he swung like a 
Corhett himself, and kept it up as long as 
there was a striker in sight. 

The two men were being kiclieil an^ 
beaten in a brutal manner when the police 
squad, which had been patrolling the 
wharves since midnight, came down upon 
the rioters with their strong black clubs. 
Each officer had orders to hit hard, and 
hardly a union head came out of the 
affray uncracked. Their surprise was 
complete and they soon disappeared from 
the wharf. Only five of the non-union 
man could be found, the rest having made 
off at the opening of hostilities. The re- 
maining men were hurriedly put on board 
the Wilna, and the bark put toseav itli 
her hve men. They are green hands which 
Kane rounded up from among the grog- 
geries of the Rarhary Coast, and Iheir 
work aboard the vessel in tlie southeast 
storm now blowing will probably be 
notable in the way of seamanship. 

The only prize which tlie police squad 
drew from the affair w.is Albert Weston, 
one of the leaders of the strikers wtio was 
conspicuous in the disturbance. He was 
locked up in the police station and charged 
with inciting a riot. 

Hardly had the Wilna pulled out iu the 
stream when word came that the union 
men were making things lively around the 
schooner La Gironde at Main-street wharf. 
The vessel was frying to get away with two 
noii-uiiioii men among her crew, and about 
100 strikers were holding her lines tight to 
the wharf. The clubs which had made 
such havoc among the disturbers at the 
Mission-street dock were used on the crowd, 
and more sore heads were added to the ac- 
count. The place was soon cleared and tlie 
vessel permitted to sail. -\s she left the 
wharf one of the men jumped ashore, say- 
ing the union would have to look out for 
him. 

The schooner Ivy, which had been men- 
aced by the strikers, was protected by the 
clul.i-wieldiiig ]policemen, and she" left 
Main street with two new men procured 
from the Sailors' Home. All of the vessels 
went to sea with inexperienced men and 
wofully short-handed, but the captains 
preferred to try issues with Neptune and 
the southeaster rather than remain within 
hailing distance of Secretary Furuseth 
and liis crew. 

Captain Dunlevy had re-enforced the har- 
bor police force on the water front, and is 
determined that-th£ violence of two years 
ago will not be repeated. ' 

It is the feeling among ship charterers 
aud owners alon^ the water front that the \ 
action of the union in declaring a strike I 
and inciting riots is ill-advised at thi§ I 
juncture. Tne influx of foreign ships aud I 
the building of steam-propelling vessels on 
this coast have run freights down to liie j 
lowest figure. "Floating property," said a 
prominent shipper ycsierdav, "is not 
worth 26 cents on the dollar. Where hun- 
dreds of schooners and other sailing coast- 
ers employing a large number of men 
came in and out of port now comparatively 
few big steamers, making quick trips and 
requiring men to run the machinery only, 
are lioing the work. Vessels must lay up 
or run under reduced expenses and a wage- 
rate of $Ho is a big item to a vessel eating its 
head off . " 

George H. Walthew, secretary of the 
Shipowners' .Association, says thai waces 
must fall with freights and that the efforts 
of the union cannot lift the pay on the 
coast to $35. "Notwithstanding the de- 
mand for firemen in the northern fish- 
eries and canneries the association vessels 
will be supplied with crew s at fJ-'i, With a 
bay full of idle vessels and a city full of 
idle men the demand and supply will ad- 
just themselves accordingly. Bludgeons, 
revolvers and dynamite for the beating 
and killing of so-called 'scabs' wall not set- 
tle this trouble." 

The Seamen's Union is determined that 
no crews shall be shipped at less than $35 
or $40, and is prepared for a long fight from 
San Diego to the sound, and so the merry 
marine war is on.

Funeral e.xpcuses are paid 
bv the order but no benefits. 

Whenever a member has been in good 
standing for twenty-five years the club 
holds a social and presents him with a gold 
medal. Last 'Weflnesday two members 
had served their probationary term and 
both received medals. Tliey were E. F. 
Baruth, one of the proprietors of the Amer- 
ican Brewery, and N. Becker, a capitalist. 
The latter is a 4!'er and is now 71 years 
of age. In spite of his years he is still 
one of the \ii-<i ^hots in the eomoanv. 

When a member has served his twenty- 
live years he is free from all drills and 
other ilutie.s and is in reality relegated to 
the position of an honorary member. Five 
other members will celebrate their twenty- 
five years of service next July, and on that 
occasion the club intends holding a jubilee.

Yesterday morning Hol- 
brook swore out a warrant for the arrest of 
the proprietor of the saloon for selling 
liquor to a minor.

Thomas McDermott, engineer of the 
Fourth-street bridge, was before the com- 
mittee to defend himself against charges 
made by Tibbetts, Ilealy ,V Co. who, in a 
recent communication to the board, stated 
that be was incompetent and careless and 
that great danger exists from his handling 
the structure. He denied the charges 
flatly and stated that the bridge is iu h. t- 
tcr condition than it ever was, and that 
the statements were totally unfofinded and 
inspired by spite. The committee agised 
to investigate the matter.
